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Venus, Mars & 
the Fifth House

Who turns you on? Do you know why? Astrologers have been ob- 
serving human nature and behavior for centuries. Many have con- 
cluded that Venus' natal chart placement determines the nature of 
each individual's romantic ideal. In other words, Venus demarcates 
what each of us is searching for when it comes to love. Mars plays 
a reciprocal role in portraying how we'll go about pursuing our de- 
sires, and that includes the object of said desires. It's not hyperbole 
to say that Astrology holds the keys to what turns us on. Read on 
if you dare. ..as the Erotic Secrets of the Zodiac are unveiled. 




hile there’s probably no subject 
upon which astrology can’t cast stellar 
light, when it comes to the laws of human 
attraction, Venus and Mars rule. Just as 
Christ selected twelve disciples, the zo- 
diacal signs can be thought of as twelve 
quintessential notes. Each one holds and 
emits a particular vibrational frequency. 
Taken together they make the music of 
spheres. Just as birds use song to attract 
appropriate mates, Venus’ emissions at- 
tract partners of a resonant frequency. 


Of course, love means different things 
to different people. Still, a lot can be 
learned from studying the elemental place- 
ments of Venus and Mars. Basically, earth 
seeks stability; water seeks a secure emo- 
tional connection; air seeks someone who 
speaks its language; and fire seeks the 
stuff of enduring excitement. 

Check the quality of contact made be- 
tween the love stars, Venus and Mars. 
Even if a perfect positive aspect like the 
sextile, trine, or, in this particular case. 
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conjunction is not in piace, secondary 
benefits arise if the iove stars occupy 
compatibie elements. That’s a great start, 
since genuine affinity is born there. 

Let’s examine the specific ways that 
Venus and Mars take on other planetary 
hues in a process that simulates celes- 
tial alchemy. What signs do the love stars 
occupy, and what elements do they bring 
into play? Before we embark on this ele- 
mental journey, let’s check the map for 
clues to the mystery of romance itself. 
What does the sign-signature placed on 
the fifth house convey in the way of love’s 
particular story? The fifth house, modeled 
after Leo (the fifth zodiac sign), is the king- 
dom noted for its love of drama and re- 
lated theatrical expressions. Following the 
logic of the zodiac, twelve archetypal 
themes underlay the plot structures that 
we, as individuals, actualize into our per- 
sonally unique love stories. 


WHAT LOVE STORY COMES TO 
LIFE FROM THE SIGN THAT 
GOVERNS YOUR FIFTH HOUSE? 

If Aries governs the fifth house, love will 
be recognized — and lived as an adven- 
ture. The heat that makes for erotic pas- 
sion will also generate plenty of border 
clashes between egos. Imprinted upon by 
the warrior, if there’s no conflict, Aries will 
feel at a loss and unwittingly create one. 
This signature also suggests that love 
must be won through some form of con- 
quest or competition. (In charts with af- 
flictions to the fifth house, aggressive dis- 
plays erupting between lovers are not to 
be ruled out.) 

Should Taurus govern the fifth house, 
animal magnetism will intensify. Operating 
as if equipped with biological antennae, 
such persons will instinctively home in on 
sensually compatible partners. Love will 
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primarily be recognized as what feels good 
to the senses. Good cooking qualifies! 

With Gemini placed on the fifth house, 
plenty of comparing and contrasting goes 
on. The mind steps in to analyze what the 
heart would otherwise directly feel. Then 
the inner twins go to work deliberating 
over all the reasons to love or not to love. 
This influence typically draws in two po- 
tential partners at the same time or part- 
ners who express marked duality and 
paradoxical traits. A 
dynamic mental affin- 
ity is what’s primarily 
sought. 

Cancer ruling the 
fifth house means 
that falling in love will 
likely involve or trig- 
ger what’s familiar. 

Mate selection will 
often replicate the 
same dynamics 
found within the fam- 
ily of origin. When fa- 
miliar feelings are elicited, this individual 
senses that he’s found... or come home. 
Parents or relatives may play an instru- 
mental role in bringing couples together. 
India’s arranged marriages come to mind. 

When Leo governs the fifth house, in- 
dividuals unconsciously search for drama. 
If there’s no immediate feeling of excite- 
ment, there’s no basis for charged-up ro- 
mantic feelings. Persons marked by this 
chart signature want love to be as glam- 
orous as something found on the big 
screen or drawn directly from a Hollywood 
movie. This fifth-house influence prompts 
persons to pursue wildly uninhibited 
shows of passion. 

If Virgo is found on the fifth house, love 
will directly involve acts of service. Its call 
may be experienced as the urge to heal, 
fix, or help. The Virgo imprint also engen- 
ders the search for perfection. In this 


placement, the mind’s critical nature gets 
into the act. The trend is to coach the 
would-be partner into improvements, if not 
a quest for impeccable excellence. Un- 
fortunately, even well-meaning criticism 
can quickly quash romance. 

Libra on the fifth house is ideal as it 
inclines love to operate like a dance be- 
tween full and equal partners. The deftly 
balanced, elaborate moves that Fred As- 
taire shared with Ginger Rogers come to 
mind. This bond will 
foster sharing, bal- 
ance, fairness, and 
the pursuit of joint 
harmony. Needless 
to say, other factors 
will enter the chemi- 
cal mix. If key plan- 
ets found in the fifth 
house are under af- 
fliction, then chal- 
lenges to Libra’s mar- 
ital ideal will arise. 

With Scorpio found 
on the fifth house, sexual magnetism 
forms the basis for love’s recognition. If 
the individual so marked clicks with an- 
other at a purely erotic level, she will ex- 
hibit possessiveness towards that poten- 
tial long-term partner. Love can take on a 
“life or death” character. This chart sig- 
nature also marks lovers destined to 
meet during times and places of war. Ro- 
mantic ties facilitate major unforeseen 
transformations in persons who hold this 
chart signature. 

If Sagittarius governs the fifth house, 
fitness, travel, and activities designed to 
expand the mind will pave the way to a 
shared affinity. The Centaur’s influence 
over love’s demarcated domain means 
that individuals so marked need their free- 
dom. That could span anything ranging 
from a resistance to commitment and fi- 
delity to such persons taking off on their 
own to do their own thing.

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Capricorn is a rather stern sign to govern 
the fifth house. Still, the Goat allots loyalty, 
status, and unguarded moments of raw lust. 
Capricorn is a private sign that deeply re- 
spects propriety and protocol. If trust is 
earned, the Goat will let down his guard and 
animal passion will express in quite notable 
ways. This position prefers that courtship 
move slowly. There is a marked distrust of 
anything (or anyone) too easily won. 

Aquarius is the wild-card sign. In being 
unconventional, the Water Carrier at times 
even defies his own inborn characteris- 
tics! Typically given to rebellious, inven- 
tive, and iconoclastic behaviors, Aquarius 
can paradoxically come to embrace the 
conventional. Aquarius situated on the 
fifth house prompts persons to test soci- 
ety’s boundaries. They may be drawn to 
bisexuality, date persons of different 
races, or sleep with friends and detach 
from lovers. Often what others regard as 
strange will attract them. 

When Pisces rules the fifth house, love 
takes on a dreamy, diffusive quality. An in- 
dividual so marked may lose her capacity 
to focus at the mere thought of her beloved. 
Keep in mind that two fish operate here. In- 
dividuals who choose the path of the high- 
er fish (the one less traveled by) can reach 
spiritual states of atonement through the 
practice of Tantric sex. The “fish path” 
that’s more traveled by inclines individuals 
to indulge in escapist behaviors. Then ro- 
mance and courtship will likely involve over- 
indulgence in drugs or alcohol. 

Understanding love’s thematic signa- 
ture from the sign that rules the fifth 
house sheds light on what makes differ- 
ent hearts tick. Next, we’ll examine the re- 
lationship between the zodiac’s love 
stars, Venus and Mars. Much of the mat- 
ing dance boils down to pure cosmic 
chemistry. It’s easy to follow the astro-log- 
ic. In the same way that the sea is drawn 
endlessly to the shoreline, clearly a mag- 
netic resonance operates between water 


and earth. They blend. Without rain could 
soil produce greenery? Similarly, fire and 
air hold a natural affinity. After all, without 
air, fire will quickly go out. 

We’ll start with this basic formula: 
What are Venus and Mars — by element — 
doing in the individual’s chart? If they are 
not sharing a basic affinity, it’s going to 
be challenging to find harmony in a loving 
tie. What works best in these instances 
is if two persons with similar chart com- 
ponents team up. That way, both will re- 
gard the same behaviors as natural and 
familiar. Bonds made on this basis can 
resonate. Often this strategy works to off- 
set the missing links that traditionally con- 
fer compatibility. My rule of thumb is that 
if harmony is lacking and two people are 
strongly drawn together, there is some- 
thing vital for them to learn. 

Once each individual chart is studied 
for its Venus-Mars interface, then both 
charts are compared. Naturally, this is 
where matters get more complex. The el- 
emental-affinity rules always hold. Still, 
as most Dell Horoscope readers know, 
each planet works like a specific note. 
The real music (be it harmonic or ca- 
cophonous) gets under way when they’re 
taken together. 

Let’s take a look at how Venus ex- 
presses in each sign. Then we’ll take a 
peek at Mars. More nuanced analyses will 
follow as we’ll factor in what happens 
when Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune, or 
Pluto gets into the cosmic act. These de- 
lineations are evaluated on the basis of 
whether they lend support to Venus or 
Mars through the sextile or trine, or oth- 
erwise impede either love stars via a 
square or opposition. 

VENUS IN THE SIGNS: 
WHAT IS THE LOVE GODDESS 
SEARCHING FOR? 

Venus in Aries: Love must always feel 
new, fresh, alive, and full of passion. Im- 
age counts for a lot here, as it is that ini- 
tial first impression that leads to imme- 
diate attraction or its absence. This fiery 
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Venus typically falls into the carnal trap 
that mistakes lust for love of the endur- 
ing sort. 

Venus in Taurus: Love must nourish the 
senses while providing a sense of solid- 
ness if not stability. The body’s wisdom, 
which is to say its primal instincts, factors 
substantially into what makes for roman- 
tic attraction. Beautiful backdrops and 
comfortable settings play an important 
role in the courtship dance. 

Venus in Gemini: Love must be mentally 
scintillating and experienced as a conver- 
sation too compelling to ever end. Venus 
in Gemini must feel fascination for any po- 
tential partner. This position gravitates to- 
wards individuals who exhibit marked du- 
ality in their behaviors. Also, Venus in 
Gemini is destined to wrestle with two or 
more simultaneous romantic interests. 

Venus in Cancer: Love must make the 
individual feel safe in the presence of the 
beloved. Venus in Cancer seeks a sense 
of coming home or otherwise feeling at 
home with a love interest. This Venus un- 
consciously searches for a romantic fa- 
miliar — that is, one with whom intimacy 
has been known in a former life and time. 

Venus in Leo: Love must feel glorious, 
glamorous, and amorous. For this Hollywood 
Venus, all the world’s a stage. Naturally, only 
a dramatic love story worthy of “Lights! Cam- 
era! Action!” will do. This Venus is uninhib- 
ited in its show of affection. 

Venus in Virgo: Love must feel right, 
and the object of affection must meet spe- 
cific criteria. Venus in Virgo maintains a 
list (this may be unconscious) of accept- 
able behaviors and qualifiers. Since Virgo 
ties directly in with the sixth-house’s man- 
date of healing, the quest for wellness 
can play a major role in Venus in Virgo’s 
love stories. 

Venus in Libra: Love here hinges on fair- 


ness. Both parties must share a true part- 
nership. This Venus placement comes 
closest to arriving at balance and equity 
within intimate ties. A marked sensitivity 
is shown for the needs, wishes, and 
predilections of the partner. Compromis- 
ing personal needs to make love work is 
this individual’s forte. 

Venus in Scorpio: Love, recognized 
through magnetism, is based on sheer 
erotic attraction. Venus in Scorpio search- 
es for someone who can safely harbor 
their secrets. That someone must also 
embrace a level of sexual intimacy that is 
not for the faint-hearted. Venus in Scor- 
pio’s love of mystery finds allure in what’s 
unknown. Those who wear their hearts on 
their sleeves do not fit the bill. 

Venus in Sagittarius: Love must feature 
adventurous components. It’s apt to in- 
volve travel, romance in a foreign port of 
call, or strong attractions to persons from 
different cultural or ethnic backgrounds. 
Sports, outdoor activities, musical inter- 
ests, and caring for animals typically fac- 
tor into this Venus brew. 

Venus in Capricorn: Love may be 
pushed to the back burner until personal 
career goals are met. Attractions usually 
take a potential partner’s career bona 
tides into account. This Venus position is 
known for marrying to upgrade status or 
financial prospects. Here Venus takes on 
the mindset of an accountant, although 
this trend may play out on a wholly un- 
conscious level. Marriage is often de- 
layed, lest marked aged differences show 
up between partners. 

Venus in Aquarius: Love becomes an 
expansion of friendship. Aquarius is a 
space-age sign; and for Venus in Aquar- 
ius, love is not unlike the experience of 
the astronaut who encounters a novel, 
distant world. The connection sought with 
another space traveler must include (and 
engage) a vital, ongoing discovery 
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process. Venus in Aquarius is a high- 
ly social creature who needs lots of 
time to mix with all sorts of people. 

She will not tolerate possessiveness 
in a would-be mate. 

Venus in Pisces; Love could well 
represent the ultimate escape from 
the self. With Venus exalted in Pisces, 
this star of love can lift two persons 
into a glorious sense of at-one-ment. 

Let’s call that the fish path less trav- 
eled. However, in a world awash in 
drugs, alcohol, and countless es- 
capisms, it is more probable that this 
Venus placement will draw in partners 
who overindulge in drugs or alcohol. 
Mature, spiritually-oriented couples 
will instead commit to life practices 
like yoga and meditation. That way, 
both will advance by making con- 
scious contact with their spiritual centers. 

If Venus works harmoniously with Mars, 
love matters will flow a whole lot better. 
Those individuals whose natal charts re- 
flect harmony between the love stars like- 
ly worked a lot of relationship karma off in 
prior incarnations. Nothing is accidental 
when it comes to our birth-charts and the 
stories the planets tell. Taking it a step fur- 
ther, if one of the outer planets conflicts 
with either Venus or Mars, there will be a 
lot more to the story. The nature of the 
challenges faced can be understood by an- 
alyzing the offending planets’ mandated 
lessons and purposes. 

VENUS DANCES WITH 

THE OUTER PLANETS 

Should Venus tango with Jupiter posi- 
tively (in conjunction, sextile, or trine), then 
love will express as a bounty of riches. In- 
dividuals marked by this fortunate combi- 
nation have learned to trust in the benevo- 
lence of the universe. Either as children — or 
carried over from the experience of former 
incarnations — they have a built-in mental 
equivalent of love. They trust that they will 
receive what they need. Generous by na- 


ture, they are unlikely to do without what- 
ever they genuinely desire. 

But if Venus falls into affliction (incon- 
junct, square, opposition) with Jupiter, re- 
peated lessons will erupt due to excess, 
overindulgence, and poorly placed per- 
sonal boundaries. Such individuals will 
take risks that work against their own 
best interests. Partners will be in for a 
rough ride. 

If Venus connects amicably with Saturn, 

such persons will think like tribal elders. 
When it comes to love, a sense of re- 
sponsibility will prevail. These individuals 
possess an innate understanding of the 
law of karma. On a mundane level, this 
planetary duo pursues a means for blend- 
ing marriage with career. Persons so des- 
ignated will be good at saving money and 
choosing smart, long-term investments. 
Goals become vital components of their 
relationships. 

It's tough when Venus conflicts with Sat- 
urn, since this influence portends a long- 
held fear that love will not become part of 
the bearer’s (of this signature) experience. 
Fear of rejection, or grief carried over from 
a love lost in a prior incarnation, impedes 
trust in love now. Naturally, with karmic Sat- 
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urn involved, obstacles will delay finding, 
securing, and committing to marriage. This 
influence also breeds fears around mone- 
tary security. Since many couples fight over 
finances, this chart signature puts a seri- 
ous dent in the lightness of being that 
makes for romance. While our birth-charts 
encode behavior at deep levels, self- 
change is difficult but not impossible. 
Progress can be made from working with 
affirmations and using the mind’s power to 
shift negative habitual thought patterns. 

When Venus harmonizes (sextile, trine) 
with Uranus, this combo turns love into a 
fascinating discovery process. Persons 
harboring this signature hook up with ge- 
niuses and learn from these prodigies; or 
their relationships work to continually en- 
hance their awareness. Romantic ties 
open doors to broader exposures while 
also raising consciousness. Love can 
pave the way for miracles to manifest. 

If Venus conflicts with Uranus (conjunc- 
tion, opposition, square), then it will be dif- 
ficult for love not to feel like a roller-coast- 
er ride. On subliminal levels, individuals so 
marked seek the kind of excitement that’s 
akin to plugging one’s fingers into an elec- 
trical outlet. Needless to say, reckless im- 
pulses do not make for security. When 
Venus connects with Uranus through an 
overcharged contact, stability will not be 
part of the package. This chart combo 
points to the military wife who moves to a 
new base every two years and therefore 
never gets the chance to secure a nest. 
Romantic attractions pulse on and off. That 
makes commitment shaky at best. 

If Venus harmonizes with Neptune via 

the sextile, trine, and even the conjunc- 
tion — and if spiritual maturity is present in 
the individuals so designated — then love 
can reach a state that knows no bounds. 
Mystics describe this state as at-one- 
ment. It is the place where egos cannot 
travel and where souls become one with 
magnificent universal forces. That’s as 
close to joining with Source as is possible 


within the confines of the body. When two 
people link together through this mystical 
influence, they can actualize the marital 
ideal that two shall become one. 

But if Venus conflicts with Neptune, that 
same diffusive state sans boundaries can 
lead to big problems. In modern-day Amer- 
ica, addiction and alcoholism top the list. 

Lastly, if Venus harmonizes with Pluto, 

love need never die. Here the love star taps 
directly into the universe’s regeneration 
principle. Ties that hold this planetary pat- 
tern are apt to reflect themes of rebirth, 
healing, and rejuvenation. Two persons who 
share this link-up have a great deal of cos- 
mic backing for any endeavors that center 
on regeneration. Plus, feelings of love can 
lead to deep erotic communion. 

Unfortunately, if Venus and Pluto con- 
flict, the darker expressions of Pluto, ar- 
chetype of the underworld, come into 
play. Mythology reminds us that Pluto was 
a rapist/abductor. Not every woman 
whose chart reflects antipathy between 
Venus and Pluto will prove a candidate; 
however, the odds do increase. Abduction 
need not involve some local nutcase hold- 
ing individuals hostage to serve as sex 
slaves. More moderate expressions of 
the afflicted Venus-Pluto would show in 
the form of controlling boyfriends, spying 
ex-husbands, or even cyber-stalkers. This 
chart combo can breed intense argu- 
ments over sex or money; and harmony 
within close ties will be tough to find, not 
to mention, sustain. 

Now let’s take a look at Mars. Both love 
stars — along with the aspects made to 
each one — factor in to the ultimate ro- 
mantic mix. Venus and Mars are to the vi- 
tal essence of relationship what the dou- 
ble helix — DNA — is to biological life. 

MARS IN THE SIGNS 

Mars in Aries: A natural position for 
Mars, here the fiery harbinger of spring 
mandates a constant capacity to initiate 
new things. This Mars draws its "go” pow- 
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er from an interior wellspring that’s tied 
directly to nature’s own power of renewal. 
Whenever Mars is found in a fire sign, its 
actions are sped up. Impulse rules, and 
no time is allotted for pauses, space, or 
reflection. Pursuit of desires occurs with- 
out any hint of censorship. 

If Venus and Mars merge in Aries: Pas- 
sion will be intense. That’s true for couples 
who share this signature as well as indi- 
viduals who harbor this planetary fusion 
zone. The same fire that wells up to release 
heat, likely between the sheets, can burn 
itself out just as quickly. 

However, since Aries’ gift is the capaci- 
ty to summon new be- 
ginnings, this bond’s 
hidden power lies in 
its ability to be readi- 
ly made new. Its 
weakness is impa- 
tience. If afflicted, 
taming the warrior 
within will remain the 
soul’s (or couple’s) 
chief battle. 

Mars in Taurus: 

Here the animal ap- 
petites assert at a 
powerfully instinctive level. Sensuality, as 
driving force, is always in gear. Physical 
and sexual appetites are augmented and 
must be satisfied; for Mars in Taurus, 
these hungers are quite real and insis- 
tent. (If Mars in Taurus finds itself thwart- 
ed by a square to Saturn, or an adverse 
aspect to Pluto, criminal behaviors cannot 
be ruled out.) This Mars position likes to 
mate for life and would be quite shaken 
by divorce. 

Should Venus and Mars merge in Tau- 
rus: It’s the stuff of delicious sex and un- 
censored sensual expression. Animal 
magnetism runs high. Taurus links direct- 
ly to the senses, so whether this fusion 
zone finds couples working together in the 
arts, coaching young dancers, running a 
restaurant, copiloting a lawn-care busi- 
ness, or managing a massage studio; di- 


rect contact with the senses expresses 
through whatever they do. What other cou- 
ples convey through words, this pair com- 
municates through the body. The one 
weakness is stubborn resistance to 
change. Fixed patterns can work against 
the overall evolution of individuals, and re- 
lationships that are clung to can also hold 
back personal growth. 

Mars in Gemini: This Mars takes what 
typically expresses as raw physical sen- 
sual force and converts it into a passion 
for ideas. The turn-on for the Mars-in-Gem- 
ini soul is a meeting of minds. What at- 
tracts them is some- 
one who stuns with 
their original, lively, 
and clever thought. 
Since air is not an el- 
ement willing to 
stand still, for Mars- 
in-Gemini passionate 
urges pulse off and 
on. Mars positioned 
in the Twins’ domain 
inclines its bearers 
towards more than 
one romantic fasci- 
nation at a time. Fi- 
delity is not this position’s forte, presum- 
ing it can be sustained at all. 

If Venus and Mars meet in Gemini: Pairs 
could fall in love over words, finding them- 
selves dazzled by evocative conversation. 
They will be drawn to each other’s voices, 
manner of speech, and general thought 
process. Like Curious George, the monkey, 
they will hop from one hobby, class, proj- 
ect, or interest to another. In this con- 
nection, experimental sex (such as the 
menage a trois) cannot be ruled out. This 
pair might read to each other in bed, or 
make love on Sunday with the New York 
Times strewn across the bedspread. 

Mars in Cancer: Considered one of 
Mars’ weakest positions (its detriment), 
here the god of war stirs if his emotions 
become triggered in ways that leave him

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feeling insecure or at a loss for security. 
This position fits persons who grew up in 
family systems that engaged in lots of 
fighting and arguing. With Mars express- 
ing through the domain of the Moon — a 
realm associated with dynamic phasing — 
Mars will also flux. In other words, mood 
changes will factor strongly into the ac- 
tions and behaviors of the Mars-in-Cancer 
individual. (If Scorpio or Taurus planets 
are present, they will help to mitigate 
those rash behaviors taken without any 
thought given to consequences.) Emo- 
tions blindly express in this position. 

If Mars meets Venus in Cancer: This in- 
vokes a strong, primal bond. Cancer re- 
lates to individual memory; however, it 
also taps into the memory bank known as 
the collective unconscious. Personal plan- 
ets found in Cancer serve as a gateway. 
Through them, past-life imprints recapitu- 
late. Partners who share this chart sig- 
nature may find themselves initially over- 
whelmed by feelings of deja vu. They could 
also meet at a family event. The key fac- 
tor here is soul familiarity. If both part- 
ners’ Moon signs are compatible, they will 
ride the same lunar tide. That means their 
fluxing internal moods will match up and 
align. (Check the interface between both 
partners’ Moon signs to determine if they 
share harmony between the lights.) 

Mars in Leo: The mother lion fero- 
ciously protects her young, known as her 
pride. Mars in Leo will fight like a lion for 
those she loves. She will not shy away, ei- 
ther, from hunting down her intended like 
prey. Often her directness disarms those 
she has set her sights on. Mars in Leo 
wields a royal ego. This leads her to as- 
sume automatically that the object of her 
affection will adhere to the script that she 
has chosen. Usually, that’s not how rela- 
tionships in the post-monarchy world op- 
erate. It is tough on the brave lion-heart’s 
spirit when destiny has other plans in 
store, or the leading man or lady elects to 
toss the preferred script. 

If Mars merges with Venus in Leo: This 


is the romantic equivalent of Mecca. No 
more quixotic meeting zone exists for a 
rendezvous between the zodiac’s love 
stars. Leo, after all, signifies the domain 
of the heart. Drama is the language that 
Venus and Mars will enthusiastically ex- 
press should they Join forces in Leo. A 
couple sharing this fusion zone might well 
hit the stage together or approach what- 
ever they Jointly pursue as some form of 
stage art. They could teach at the same 
institution or share a stall at a hip flea 
market. Since every sale involves a cer- 
tain penchant for performance, daily walks 
of life provide ample opportunity for the 
Leo showman/woman to express. A union 
or love affair marked by this combo can 
prove as mesmerizing as the best of Hol- 
lywood’s love stories. 

Mars in Virgo; As fate would have it, my 
father and three different female room- 
mates hold this chart signature. Its char- 
acter was perfectly brought to life by the 
late Phil Hartman in a number of Saturday 
Night Live sketches (“The Anal Retentive 
Fisherman” and “The Anal Retentive 
Chef” stand out). Here Mars obsesses 
over details in pursuit of perfection. Let 
me share a true experience to portray ful- 
ly how Mars in Virgo operates. Picture au- 
tumn in New York: A home in suburbia 
faces the annual deluge of leaves falling. 
My assigned Job was to rake. Not only 
were there still countless leaves in the 
trees, but also a breeze was blowing. That 
didn’t stop my father from insisting that I 
rake until the lawn was leaf-free! Surely, 
a task befitting Sisyphus! The TV show 
Monk also brought the Mars in Virgo char- 
acter to life. Unless there’s major support 
showing up from planets in Taurus, Can- 
cer, or Scorpio, Mars in Virgo is apt to be 
incredibly uptight in the sack. What should 
come naturally to the body is overanalyzed 
(if not held to generic standards of per- 
fection), and thus thwarted. 

Shouid Venus meet Mars in Virgo: This 
is a favorable chart signature for those em- 
ployed in health care, the Peace Corps, or 
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veterinary work. Virgo upholds the ideal of 
service. When the love stars meet in the 
realm of the Virgin, the driving passions 
are to fix, mend, heal, or repair whatever 
is broken. If two people share this con- 
nection and one has (or develops) a health 
issue, the other will lend support. In this 
fusion zone, love ties in with the meaning 
of and/or the process of healing. This 
chart combination also fits two people who 
run any kind of cieaning business. Here it 
is difficult for sex not to be seen as an- 
other duty on the perpetual to-do list. This 
signature best fits two celibate priests, 
nuns, or Buddhist monks who commit to 
a spiritually devotional form of love rather 
than that which expresses carnaliy. 


zone. Both partners genuinely want part- 
nership; and this iinkup goes a long way 
towards securing a bond and providing it 
with enough psychic room to grow. (Shouid 
affliction show up from any planet placed 
in Capricorn or Cancer, the ease of flow 
would be hindered.) This couple will have 
good taste, dress fashionably, and design 
their homes in an artisticaliy pleasing man- 
ner. Venus-influenced pairs would likely col- 
lect art or things of beauty, and they’re apt 
to be excellent dancers, especially to- 
gether. A line from a classic old movie cap- 
tures their special synergy: It only happens 
when I dance with you.

Instead of the 
mighty warrior rushing off to the bat- 
tlefield, Mars in Libra must negoti- 
ate with his wife to find out what 
time she expects him home for din- 
ner. Centuries of codified male priv- 
ilege became a habit that inciines 
too few modern males to think in 
terms of genuinely fair and equal 
partnerships. Nonetheiess, it is 
Mars in Libra’s destiny to balance 
the scales! This Mars placement in- 
duces its bearers to truly listen to 
their significant others and discov- 
er ways to meet on common 
ground. Masters of compromise. 

Mars in Libra serves as the zodi- 
ac’s peacemaker. Cosmicaliy as- 
signed to Negotiations Training 
101, this mandatory course is part 
of the human evolutionary trajec- 
tory. Mars in Libra is destined to 
tame the ego in order to arrive at 
the state of true union. 

Should Venus tango with Mars in 
Libra: This is a lovely rendezvous 


Mars Scorpio: Once considered Mars’ 
domain (and still regarded as such by In- 
dia’s Vedic astrologers), this sign is not un- 
famiiiar terrain to the zodiac’s warrior and 
prime conduit of passion. Several things 
happen when Mars is found in Scorpio. 
One is a tendency to act in secrecy. This 
feature favors criminals and those 
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with something to hide. Secondiy, Mars in 
Scorpio excites intense sexuai feeiings. if 
these become fixated on a particuiar indi- 
vidual, then possessiveness will rear. Mars 
in Scorpio’s capacity to feel is tied direct- 
ly to sexual needs, one way or another. 
Mars, as a hair-triggered fiery planet, 
evokes the archetype of the scorpion when 
positioned in Scorpio. Therefore, if the sex 
drive (or access to the object of desire) is 
thwarted by any outside source, this im- 
pediment could well generate plans, if not 
acts, of revenge. Mars in Scorpio is truly 
the position that must learn: He who con- 
quers himself is greater than he who con- 
quers a city. 

If Mars and Venus merge in the white- 
hot realm of Scorpio: Raw sexual chem- 
istry will override every other considera- 
tion. This is primal stuff, and the strength 
of the attraction ties in with the story of 
the Phoenix, an archetype deeply linked 
to Scorpio. This pair may well have been 
separated by death while their love for one 
another ran strong. Given the brutal his- 
tory of much of the world, they may have 
lost each other to war, or perhaps some- 
one else’s act of Jealousy. When they 
meet up again (Scorpio representing the 
sign of life-death-rebirth, hence its analo- 
gy to the life-to-life continuum), all of 
those emotions suddenly become liberat- 
ed and a palpable urge to merge turns 
into an overriding surge.

Pan (who 
calls animals with his flute), and the nat- 
ural athlete. Sagittarius knows how to 
treat problems, whatever they are, using 
herbs, music, and positive thinking. This 


Mars sees beyond all pressing issues to 
better outcomes. The in zodiac’s philoso- 
pher and optimist. Mars in Sagittarius 
views life as the great adventure. Tied to 
the travel-oriented ninth house, this Mars 
is compelled to travel widely whether in 
mind — via academic degrees or experi- 
ences that turn life into a veritable school- 
house — or in body. Mars in Sagittarius 
may venture to the farthest continents in 
pursuit of continual ways to expand his 
consciousness. 

When Venus and Mars meet in Sagit- 
tarius: Here love becomes the great ad- 
venture. Both partners will be drawn to 
mind-expanding activities. They will pur- 
sue direct contact with the natural world 
through camping out, bike riding, moun- 
tain climbing. Jet skiing, and horseback 
riding. Being still won’t cut it for this dy- 
namic duo. Fire is ever in search of new 
fuel, and this fiery couple will commit to 
eager pursuits of new learning and novel 
things to discover. When the love stars 
merge in a dualistic sign, both partners 
will act out more than one archetype. Cou- 
ples with this chart signature will always 
be on the go and enthusiastically involved 
in numerous simultaneous projects and 
interests. I’ve seen pairs marked by this 
chart connection turn their backyards into 
veritable zoos full of pets ranging from 
wild turtles to exotic birds. This combo set 
the prototype for Swiss Family Robinson. 

Mars in Capricorn: Since ego-driven, 
self-centered impulses are the hardest 
ones to tame, and the generator of those 
impulses. Mars, is exalted in Capricorn, 
this chart signature points to those who 
worked long and hard in previous lifetimes 
to discipline their actions. I liken this po- 
sition to masters of yoga, t’ai chi, and the 
martial arts. Mars holds a direct connec- 
tion to the body’s muscular system. In 
men, the favorite muscle exists — you know 
where — and Mars in Capricorn can count 
on sexual stamina. Like the goat, it uses 
its fortitude, patience, and endurance to 
rise to the mountain top. Career status is

also very important to the ego structure of 
the typical Mars in Capricorn. Romantic 
passion may take a back seat to person- 
al ambitions, yet Mars in Capricorn w/ill be 
loyal to their mates and quite lustful when 
occasions call for it. The ideal partner for 
Mars in Capricorn is one who grants her 
the space needed to achieve her career 
aims, be they related to business, politics, 
the military, or academia.

These precepts resonate with Capricorn 
planets, since conservative views come 
directly from Saturn, Capricorn’s ruler. 
Avatars have taught the importance of 
compassion. It is regarded by adepts as 
proof of spiritual maturity. In contrast, 
strict judgments limit empathy. This pair 
must work to overcome their tendency to- 
ward strict Judgment calls. 

Mars in Aquarius: If it were possible to 
plug persons in and thereby tap their 
wattage. Mars in Aquarius would likely 
emit the highest effervescent voltage. 
Fiery planets sparkle when placed in 
Aquarius, the sign of palpable electricity. 
Aquarius, friend to all, is gregarious by na- 
ture. And therein lies the rub. In our rather 
sexually liberated society, when individu- 
als are naturally charismatic, they effort- 


lessly attract their pick of lovers. Since 
Mars is all about libido and how to ex- 
press it, and Aquarius is no fan of tradi- 
tions, Mars in Aquarius may rebel against 
marital (and relationship) fidelity. This 
sign’s love of eccentricity added to the 
ego’s need to mark its own unique style 
leads Mars in Aquarius into unusual 
bonds and unconventional forms of sexu- 
al experimentation. 

Venus merging with Mars in Aquarius: 
This bond needs lots of room to breathe. 
Others are apt to view this dynamic duo 
as electric, eccentric, and charismatic. 
Two ballroom dance instructors might 
share this celestial 
link-up. Both part- 
ners will likely be 
drawn to political, 
environmental, or hu- 
man-rights causes, 
and they will spend 
lots of time at com- 
munity and social 
events. This pair 
does best when it 
operates inside a 
lively social sphere. 
It would only work for 
stay-at-home cou- 
ples if their living domains were full of 
electronic, high-tech objects along with 
weird curios and antiques. Such persons 
might sponsor foster children from foreign 
lands. This chart combo is an apt signa- 
ture for two university professors who in- 
vite students to their homes for animat- 
ed discussion groups. It also recalls the 
metaphysical salons of Europe that were 
infamous in the late nineteenth century. 

Mars in Pisces: Just as Mercury posi- 
tioned in a watery sign like Pisces is equiv- 
alent to reading a newspaper underwater. 
Mars, signature of primal fire, is not a hap- 
py camper when found in Pisces, realm of 
the great oceans. How can the planet trig- 
gered into action by fiery sparks operate 
when his spark plugs stay wet? The an- 
swer is covertly, or on subliminal levels. 


Following the logic of 

the Zodiac, twelve 
archetypal themes 
underlay the plot 
structures that we, as 
individuals, actualize into 
our personally unique 
love stories. 
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The most strategic expression for Mars in 
Pisces derives from a martiai arts 
premise: the best action is often that of 
getting out of the way. Then one’s oppo- 
nent tires out from his own output of ag- 
gressive energy. Mars, iinked to Aries, rep- 
resents motives that come from the head 
and therefore are conscious. In contrast, 
Mars in Pisces operates in the dark, as 
this iast zodiac sign is associated with the 
unconscious portais of the mind. Oniy spir- 
ituai adepts who have iearned to map their 
own deep soui processes can fathom what 
motivates their actions. More iikeiy, Mars 
in Pisces wili remain ciueiess regarding 
her true motivations. Then, in duai fish 
fashion, she wiii deftiy project the issue 
onto someone eise. Mars in Pisces is tied 
to the tweifth house, the sector of seif-un- 
doing. Here, Mars unwittingiy shoots him- 
seif in the foot. 

If Venus and Mars meet in Pisces: This 
very Yin combination draws benefits from 
Venus’ exaitation in the sign that hoids no 
boundaries. Sexuai intimacy can prove 
dreamiike, dancelike, even Tantric. Two per- 
sons’ boundaries diffuse and a mysticai 
state of oneness can resuit. This form of 
bonding feels out of this worid. However, 
since Pisces aiso connotes escapist be- 
haviors, the coupie sharing this signature 
couid arguabiy reside in a bubbie aii its own. 
They might isoiate themseives from others. 
Other chart components, such as sturdy, 
grounding assistance from Taurus or Capri- 
corn, wili determine whether this “Neptun- 
ian duo” can function in the reai worid, or 
whether they wiii otherwise get caught in a 
chemicai undertow. By this, i mean the 
habit of reiying on drugs or aicohoi. This 
pianetary combination aiso suits persons 
who meet anywhere from hospitai settings 
to exotic ashrams in India. 

If Mars harmonizes with Jupiter, such 
persons will have tremendous faith in the 
universe as well as their own actions. 
They will likely harbor enormous personal 
energy and enjoy sports, travel, and pur- 
suits aimed at personal discovery. Ro- 


mantically, they recognize that there are 
lots of fish in the sea. 

Should Mars conflict with Jupiter, per- 
sons so designated will overestimate 
their energy levels, personal resources, 
and available time. They will typically com- 
mit to things they can’t complete and 
thereby leave others hanging. They may 
take unwise risks and exhibit the char- 
acter of gamblers. Instead of changing 
their behaviors, they’ll rely on the luck of 
the draw. Their operating principle is that 
the next “hand” dealt them will be better 
than the last one. 

When Mars harmonizes with Saturn, in- 
dividuals are born with loads of patience. 
They learn to execute their tasks step-by- 
step, and apply that same self-control to 
the development of chosen skill sets. This 
signature favors the practices of t’ai chi, 
golf, and yoga. It allots faith in one’s abil- 
ities and, along with that, a keen sense 
of responsibility. 

But if Mars conflicts with Saturn, ten- 
dencies toward hostility show up on ac- 
count of suppressed anger. Anti-social re- 
sponses erupt if any restraints are placed 
on this individual’s freedom or pursuit of 
action. Since Saturn relates to lessons 
of a karmic nature and Mars to the indi- 
vidual’s ego, the disharmony shown by 
this influence suggests basic selfish- 
ness. When an individual acts without re- 
gard for consequences or the price his 
actions exert upon others, karma is pro- 
duced. Conscious good deeds and prac- 
ticing altruism will help to offset this dif- 
ficult chart component. 

Should Mars harmonize with Uranus, 

the individual will have good timing and a 
naturally inventive mind. Clever innova- 
tors, such persons often act as trailblaz- 
ers. In whatever they do, they will experi- 
ment to arrive at new discoveries. Free in 
themselves, they give others room to be 
who they are. 

When Mars and Uranus conflict, such 
persons are often accidents waiting to 
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happen. It is important that they be mind- 
fui of their driving and aiso aware of what- 
ever interior impuises drive them. In this 
combination, spark meets ignition, and 
there’s iittie space for anything apart from 
sheer impuise. If other chart components 
lend balance, this signature could mark 
the type of athlete that lives on the razor’s 
edge. Daytona speed racers come to 
mind. Since Mars triggers passion, and 
Uranus guarantees disruptions, this in- 
fluence leads to short, intense encoun- 
ters rather than sustained love (such as 
in marriage or commitment). 

Mars blending harmonically with Nep- 
tune presents an interesting mixture. The 
planet of fiery passion links up with the 
planet tied to soul sentience. Sex can 
become a channel to higher states of 
consciousness, as can dance or the mar- 
tial arts. This unique blend marks a bal- 
ance between the needs of the ego and 
the aspirations of the soul. Spiritual ma- 
turity is suggested in those marked by 
this chart signature. 

If Mars and Neptune conflict, personal 
boundaries become clouded. There’s a 
tendency to drown anger or rage in alco- 
hol or drugs. The positive urges of the ego, 
those necessary for maintaining healthy 
personal boundaries, don’t register on a 
conscious level. If others walk all over this 
individual, the resulting outrage will ex- 
press through passive-aggressive behav- 
iors. Thwarted emotions can also be 
turned inward and self-medicated away via 
drugs or alcohol. Since individuals carry- 
ing this chart signature will not be able to 
honestly own or understand the basis for 
their own actions, they will be ill-equipped 
to recognize what motivates their partner’s 
behavior. Sabotage could become a per- 
manent feature of their life plans. 

Lastly, if Mars harmonizes with Pluto, 
individuals so marked could operate like 
human Energizer battery bunnies. Their vi- 
tal source (Mars) plugs directly into the 
planet of limitlessness. Pluto, signature 


of death, rebirth, and reliable recharge, is 
continually tapped. Such persons could 
be sex machines — i.e., inordinately virile. 
If their charts support altruistic goals and 
practices, they will be able to accomplish 
much and do things to improve the lot of 
others. Keenly aware of their exceptional 
stamina levels, they radiate a pride that 
makes their auras glow. 

Mars in conflict with Pluto presents 
what is probably the most dangerous plan- 
etary interaction. Boys born with this sig- 
nature could at some point in their lives 
behave like Hades, God of the Under- 
world. They are prone to using force to get 
others, particularly the objects of their af- 
fection, to do what they want. Treating per- 
sons caught in their webs like captives, 
they will show little regard for others’ wish- 
es or fundamental sovereignty. Girls 
marked by this signature run the risk of 
meeting up with sexual predators, con- 
trolling spouses or boyfriends, or even 
stalkers. If rape statistics were not so 
high (with one in five girls being sexually 
assaulted on American college campuses 
each year), I would feel no moral obliga- 
tion to relay this information. 

CONCLUSION 

Just as mastering the piano requires 
playing more than two notes, Venus-Mars 
interactive zones do not convey the entire 
symphony. Nonetheless, key components 
of music do arise through specific note 
patterns. Venus and Mars may not repre- 
sent the complete story of the human 
heart, yet they animate the laws of human 
attraction. A second critical Yin-Yang pair 
is constituted by the Sun and Moon. Read- 
ers may wish to substitute their natal Sun- 
Moon positions for those of Venus and 
Mars to see if the data provided supports 
the facts of their experience. In this way, 
the archetypal themes related to Venus 
and Mars can provide a second set of in- 
sights that can be adapted for Sun-Moon 
links. Where Venus relates to courtship 
and romance, the Moon conveys the char- 
acter of the home life and what is famil- 
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iar to the soul. And where Mars demar- 
cates the ways that individuals actively 
pursue their desires, the Sun-Sign path 
expresses one’s fundamental identity: 
how each individual will personally em- 
body one of the 12 sacred sign-paths. In 
both instances, key components of our 
soul essences come into play. By apply- 
ing the laws of cosmic chemistry, we can 
determine which ties hold stellar support 
and which face built-in elemental chal- 


lenges. Knowledge is power. By under- 
standing the nature of a conundrum, we 
are better prepared to tackle it.

The 
countries are Brazil, Costa Rica, Ecuador, 
Peru, Dominican Republic, El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and the Mexican 
Republic. Many others have Pluto In late 
Pisces, such as Columbia and Argentina. 
One transit or one eclipse over these de- 
grees then affects all. 

Since 1800, a number of eclipses have 
occurred close to the cardinal point. One 
of the closest took place on March 17, 
1988, followed by an even closer one on 
March 18, 2007. The March 20, 2015, 
eclipse Is the closest to 0° Aries. The fact 
that many of these countries will have their 
national Pluto eclipsed implies that a de- 
velopment will be common to all of these 
nations. Pluto does suggest financial In- 
terdependence between these countries. 
In 2007, this area experienced the same 
crisis that affected the world — the popping 
of the real-estate bubble. A scan of the var- 
ious countries for 1988 shows that there 
were financial disruptions and political dis- 
locations in many of these countries. What 
could affect many countries in this region 
now? Financial distress In a major trading 
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partner could do the trick. Climatic changes 
such as poor weather or earthquakes are 
another possibility. 

The chart for Brazil (September 7, 
1822) shows natal Pluto at 0”13’ Arles is 
square Uranus and Neptune at 2°-3° Capri- 
corn. Pluto Is natally on the Mars/MC mid- 
point. Brazil’s progressed chart shows 
Mars and the Sun at 28'’-29° Pisces con- 
junct the natal Cupido. Thus, these plan- 
ets will also be eclipsed. This places the 
country In an aggressive mood. Cupido 
represents integration and is the glue that 
holds groups or countries together. We 
can conclude that there Is likely to be fi- 
nancial Instability and infighting within this 
large nation. 

The April Lunar Eclipse opposed the Sun 
of Ecuador’s President Correa (April 6, 
1963). His Sun at 16° Aries exactly oppos- 
es his country’s Sun at 16° Libra (Ecuador’s 
War of Independence: October 9, 1820). 
The April Lunar Eclipse was conjunct the na- 
tional Sun, and the Sun equals natal Venus. 
(They are directly across the 90-degree 
dial.) The March 20, 2015, Solar Eclipse 
was on his natal Jupiter at 0° Arles, which 
Is sesquiquadrate his Neptune at 15° Scor- 
pio. Natally, his Sun equals Uranus/Kronos, 
an unstable axis. Under the Influence of 



Uranus, he Is likely to be dictatorial. His po- 
sition Is likely to be challenged. The Solar 
Eclipse contact with Jupiter will likely cast 
a protective Influence over him, but the 
Greater Benefic Is In hard aspect to Nep- 
tune In Scorpio. In any economic crisis, he 
will resort to further currency Inflation and 
greater debt. It appears that President Cor- 
rea will be forced Into action by a financial 
crisis. The country will likely be balled out, 
and Correa will be seen as having suc- 
cessfully handled the situation. 

Marc Penfleld gives April 16, 1821, at 
4:12 PM., Kalavrita, as the date for Greece. 
Campion points to March 25. In either 
case, the outer planets are In the same po- 
sition. Greece has natal Pluto at 28°55’ 
Pisces conjunct Mercury and Chiron, all 
square to Uranus and Pluto. This Pluto will 
also be eclipsed. In the progressed chart, 
we see a Uranus-Neptune conjunction at 0° 
Capricorn, and progressed Mars Is at 16° 
Leo, In hard aspect to the eclipsed World 
Point. The national finances have been 
questionable and under stress for some 
time. There will likely be more civil unrest. 
President Karolos Papoullas (June 4, 1929) 
has Saturn at 28° Sagittarius, close 
enough to the cardinal point at 0° Capri- 
corn. He was born with Jupiter at 28° Tau-

rus square Neptune at 28° Leo. Leaders 
with this combination usually resort to in- 
flation and further debt to paper over fi- 
nancial difficulties for the short term, leav- 
ing the country open to future crises, which 
is what Papoulias did during his presiden- 
cy. Whether he remains at the helm or not, 
this will likely be the outcome. 

This month’s Full Moon takes place on 
the 3rd at 10:42 PM. E.S.T. It energizes

Hold for 
thirty days.

ASTROLOGY AND SPIRITUAL 
AWAKENING 

by Greg Bogart; American Federation of 
Astroiogers, 6535 S. Rurai Road, 
Tempe AZ, 85283; 1994, 2014, paper, 
(7.5” X 9.25”), $29.95, ISBN 978-0- 
86690-651-7. 



If you were to ask 
,Dane Rudhyar how as- 
^trology can guide one 
^on a spiritual path, he 
1 would talk about “the 
^transpersonal way.” 
^By this, he means 
[that astrology can 
^ help one become in- 
'creasingly open to energies 
that seek expression through the person- 
ality. The outer-planet transits may open 
one to the creative mind (Uranus), love 
and compassion (Neptune), and willpow- 
er to change the collective (Pluto). Rudh- 
yar also advocated a Vedic system of per- 
sonal transformation, which he called "the 
six shaktis.” Rudhyar was probably ahead 
of his time, and his writings were too con- 
voluted to gain widespread popularity. But 
fortunately, his many followers have clar- 
ified his message and have carried it for- 
ward to today. 

Among Rudhyar’s most devoted sup- 
porters is Greg Bogart, who presents a re- 
fined look at the master’s teachings in As- 
trology and Spiritual Awakening. The 


three-part format was originally drawn 
from workshops conducted between 1986 
and 1992 and first published in 1994. It 
became a bestseller, and now it is being 
re-issued with some new material to keep 
it fresh. Although Bogart is an avid fol- 
lower of Rudhyar, his book has several ma- 
jor differences from Rudhyar’s work. Above 
all is the writing style, which in Bogart’s 
case is easy to follow, uses basic English, 
and keeps each sentence relatively brief. 
Rudhyar’s sentences could run on for an 
entire paragraph, and following the con- 
voluted logic from the first erudite phrase 
to the end often takes more than one 
reading. 

One could argue that something has 
been lost in the simplification process. 
For example, Bogart relies on the “astro- 
logical alphabet” to explain one’s spiritu- 
al path in Part I. If one was born with the 
Sun in the seventh house, this is seen as 
being equivalent to the Sun in Libra or 
Venus prominently placed. This combina- 
tion is the path of love, cooperation, and 
relationship. But the many examples in 
each section show how to differentiate 
the signs from houses and prominent 
planets. Carl Jung’s Sun-Uranus conjunc- 
tion in the seventh house brought him into 
a close collaboration with Sigmund 
Freud — that is, until transiting Uranus op- 
posed this dynamic pairing of planets. 
Then he went off on his own. 

As for the six shaktis, in Part II Bogart 
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states that Rudhyar wasn’t fully Informed 
about the origin of these concepts be- 
cause his writings were based solely on 
one twentieth-century Indian philosopher. 
Bogart traced the system to Its eighth-cen- 
tury roots In Kashmir and developed what 
he calls a “spiritual psychology of libera- 
tion.” The goal Is “to transform personal 
problems by referring them to a new pur- 
pose; the opening to an Infusion and de- 
scent of supramental forces.” 

Exactly how this works can be discov- 
ered In Part III, the seven biographies of 
spiritual teachers. The first astrological 
story Is about Meher Baba, who was born 
with his Pisces Sun squaring a Neptune- 
Pluto conjunction. One can readily see 
how this configuration might lead Baba to 
become an Illuminated mystic. As Baba 
was weighing whether or not to take up a 
conventional professional career, several 
outer planets pushed him In a more spir- 
itual direction. Among these were Pluto 
sesquiquadrate natal Uranus. Sesqul- 
quadrate Is a mouthful, but It Is the tra- 
ditional way of referring to the 135° as- 
pect. In one of his apparent updates, he 
describes Ravi Shankar’s Venus In Pisces 


as forming a "tri-octlle aspect (135°) to 
Jupiter and Neptune.” Sesquiquadrate or 
tri-octlle: Which do you prefer? 

In addition to using outer-planet tran- 
sits to explain how events unfold, the au- 
thor gives equal weight to secondary pro- 
gressions. For example. In Bhagwan Shree 
Rajneesh’s biography, we find that the 
commune he set up In Central Oregon 
came apart as Rajneesh’s progressed 
Sun and Mars were conjunct. The guru Sri 
Kriyananda left his teacher (Yogananda) 
and began forging his own Identity when 
his progressed Sun arrived at his Ascen- 
dant. The other biographies are about 
MIrcea Ellade, SwamI Muktananda, Ra- 
bindranath Tagore, and Ram Dass. 

Readers may notice that these spiritu- 
al teachers and almost all the examples 
throughout the book are men. Since some 
80 percent or more of astrology enthusi- 
asts are women, perhaps for his next up- 
date the author will present the biogra- 
phies of spiritual teachers who personify 
goddess energy. An inherent problem with 
Rudhyar’s and Bogart’s reliance on Indian 
philosophy is that it is essentially a pa- 
triarchal system that devalues women. 


INSIDE THE COSMIC MIND

The basic reason why 
most scientists don’t 
understand astrology is 
that they’re looking at 
only part of the Uni- 
verse, the measur- 
able physical uni- 
verse that the eyes 
and high-tech in- 
struments can de- 
tect. What they don’t get is 
that mind and matter are interconnected. 


and that they have a common source. The 
phenomenon of synchronicity, as defined 
by Carl Jung, shows how the psyche and 
manifest events are part of a more in- 
clusive reality. And astrology is the sym- 
bolic language that helps us interpret this 
higher dimension. 

Phoebe Wyss takes readers on a 
journey of discovery in Inside the Cos- 
mic Mind, a personal examination of 
what astrology is all about and why it’s 
an intrinsic part of the new cosmolo- 
gy that is overtaking the centuries old 
Newtonian model of reality. In Part I, 
the author explains why astrology has 
gotten such a bad rap over the last 
few centuries and remains outside of 
mainstream intellectual circles. “Most 
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people in Western society still take a 
worldview for granted that’s based on 
the concepts of the seventeenth-cen- 
tury mechanistic science.” From this 
conditioning, one may be hard-pressed 
to understand how the distant planets 
have an influence on our earthly af- 
fairs. Certainly, neither gravity nor elec- 
tro-magnetism work, since their power 
diminishes by the square of the dis- 
tance. 

The new paradigm comes from the 
latest scientific research, which has 
only recently begun to filter into public 
awareness. At the quantum (sub-atom- 
ic) level, non-locality and interconnect- 
edness of all quantum particles is the 
standard model, which implies a cosmic 
unity and a new worldview in which as- 
trology has a legitimate place. This new 
worldview, sometimes referred to as a 
holographic universe, is actually very 
old: The mysterious Egyptian Hermes, 
Pythagoras, and many more ancient 
philosophers taught about a cosmology 
that was directed by a universal mind, 
and which all individual minds share. 
Plato’s “ideas” are essentially the same 
as Jung’s “archetypes.” Astrology is 
rooted in this ancient worldview, and it’s 
the same one that now fits neatly in Ein- 
stein’s cosmology. 

Part I is an impressive overview of as- 
trology’s role in this paradigm-busting era. 
Evoking the deep thinkers old and new, the 
author presents the case for astrology’s 
reinstatement. It is based on the exis- 
tence of metaphysical archetypes as equal 
players in the material universe. Carl 
Jung’s dialog with the famed physicist Wolf- 
gang Pauli elucidates how the collective 
unconscious is identical with the quantum 
field in subatomic physics. Richard Tarnas 
(in Cosmos and Psyche) demonstrates how 


human history follows the cycles of the 
outer planets. Fritjof Capra explains how 
individual minds are embedded in larger 
minds of social and ecological systems, 
which in turn are integrated into a plane- 
tary system, the mind of Gaia. 

Part I is a summary of what Wyss dis- 
covered about how astrology works and 
how the meaning of the symbols were 
derived. The rest of the book explains 
how she got there. The second half ex- 
amines the origins of astrological sym- 
bolism, including astrology’s relationship 
with sacred numbers. In this section, 
she introduces “field diagrams,” which 
is a different format for listing a con- 
cept’s keywords. The keyword is in the 
center, and associated words float 
around this center, with all the words en- 
closed within a circle. The reason she 
does this is to encourage thinking verti- 
cally rather than horizontally. “The words 
in the same field gain significance 
through their spatial relationships, and 
define each other through their comple- 
mentary meanings,” she writes. 

At the end of Part II, Wyss takes up the 
horoscope of William Blake to demon- 
strate how archetypal astrology works. Al- 
though he was born on November 28, 
1757, Blake makes a good case study 
since he has Uranus square Pluto — the 
same rare planetary combination that is 
in effect today. We see how he was an 
outsider, an iconoclast, yet a visionary 
and a pioneer in ways that only recently 
have become appreciated. And so as- 
trology itself fits Blake’s life path. The au- 
thor concludes, “The paradigm of an ar- 
chetypal cosmos could lead to a new 
form of spirituality in which astrology 
plays a key role, providing us with reas- 
suring proof of the presence of a tran- 
scendent order.”

f The website calling it- 
Astrology News Ser- 
‘ (ANS) features nu- 
rous brief articles 
at aim to improve as- 
ology’s public im- 
ige. While not exact- 
ly news-oriented in 
the sense that the 
articles delve into 
ivents, they do ad- 
dress many popular misconceptions and 
misinformation about astrology’s value to 
society. Most impressively, the ANS is a 
collaboration of the major astrological or- 
ganizations, including the International 
Society for Astrological Research (ISAR), 
the National Council for Geocosmic re- 
search (NCGR), and the American Feder- 
ation of Astrologers (AFA). 

Astrology Considered: A Thinking Per- 
son’s Guide is a collection of the articles 
posted at ANS as edited by Edward Snow. 
The articles were penned by numerous 
well-known authors from the astrological 
community, but, in general, their contribu- 
tions generally run only a few pages. The 
bulk of this book’s content comes from Ed- 
ward Snow, a former news reporter who 
applies his Journalistic style to promoting 
astrology’s better side. Consequently, each 
article is brief, clearly written, and de- 
signed to get across a basic idea or point 
of view. As such, Astrology Considered is 
an ideal book to carry around to gain an 
insight or two while on a coffee break or 
other timeout. The articles are divided into 
three parts: Astrology Considered, The Ev- 
idence, and News and Views. 

Part I, with the same title as the book, 
takes a philosophical look at what astrol- 
ogy is and isn’t in our modern age. Steven 


Forrest defines the horoscope as “simply 
a description of the happiest, most ful- 
filling life that’s available to you person- 
ally. It spells out a set of strategies you 
can use to avoid boring routines, bad 
choices, and dead ends. It lists your re- 
sources.” And from Grant Lewi, we get this 
clarification: “There are many poor as- 
trologers. There are many people reading 
and selling horoscopes who are not as- 
trologers at all, but promoters, hack writ- 
ers and petty racketeers.” 

Dorothy Oja gives a wider view: “As- 
trology is a symbolic language and a tes- 
tament to our humanity as it seeks not 
to divide but to harmonize and holisti- 
cally understand the entire system we 
live within (earth and cosmos) and not 
only select parts.” A few of the articles 
in Part I reveal how quantum physics may 
provide a theoretical framework for as- 
trology. And others relate how astrology 
is entering academia, how some as- 
tronomers are tilting toward astrology 
(notably, TV host Neil deGrasse Tyson 
and planet hunter Mike Brown), and how 
astrology helps refine psychology, 
mythology, and philosophy. 

Part II offers a variety of entertaining 
and on-target studies that help support 
the validity of astrology. The tone runs 
somewhat contrary to Part I, since by de- 
finition, astrology is a symbolic language 
and not quantifiable. Nevertheless, nu- 
merous research projects have estab- 
lished specific planetary placements or 
cycles as having reliable outcomes. For 
example, people sleep less during a Full 
Moon, as has been described in the jour- 
nal Current Biology. Then, astrologer Paul 
Westron conducted an eight-year re- 
search project that demonstrated how 
Venus by secondary progression is in- 
volved in relationship startups. While 
most astrologers would say, “No sur- 
prise,” skeptics and newcomers to as- 
trology will be drawn further in. Similarly, 
articles about the importance of the 
Gauquelin sectors, gardening by the 
Moon, the importance of Sun-Moon and 
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Venus-Mars aspects in relationships, and 
how the Sun or Jupiter on the angle cor- 
responds to the alpha dogs within a large 
litter will challenge disbelievers. 

The articles in Part III vary widely in 
their subject matter, but may be loosely 
described as how astrology permeates 
our culture, often in unsuspected ways. It 
is in our language, like the words "mer- 
curial” or “Jovial.” Shakespeare was a fan 
of astrology, and one article explores how 
he used the planets to help describe his 
characters. Did you know the Beatles had 
an astrologer? Or that Washington, D.C., 
is teeming with astrological symbols and 
zodiacs? Financial cycles can be predict- 
ed using astrology, the Harry Potter books 
were inspired by astrological symbolism. 


and Jesus was probably a Gemini, not a 
Capricorn. 

If you’re wavering about whether or not 
astrology is valid, or if you have friends or 
acquaintances who are sitting on the 
fence. Astrology Considered will help frame 
the issues for you. With this anthology, 
you get talking points to address the crit- 
ics, plus plenty of anecdotal evidence to 
support astrology. And most important, 
you get a bellyful of “Aha!” experiences.

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Remembering 
Hollywood’s 
Sultry Icon

"There have always been rumors about me: Oh, she's very difficult. 
Be careful of her. People who don't know me — even some people 
who do know me — know that I say what I think. Very few people 
want to hear the truth. Bogie was like that, my mother was like that, 
and I'm like that. I believe in the truth, and I believe in saying what 
you think. Why not? Do you have to go around whispering all the 
time or playing a game with people? I just don't believe in that. So 
Tm not the most adored person on the face of the earth. You have 
to know this. There are a lot of people who don't like me at all; Tm 
very sure of that. But I wasn't put on earth to be liked. I have my 
own reasons for being and my own sense of what is important and 
what isn't, and Tm not going to change that." — Lauren Bacall 


Lauren Bacall’s was a life steeped In di- 
chotomies. A child of Jewish Immigrants, 
she was raised without money but wanted 
for nothing. She was well educated. Taught 
to work hard and achieve something, her 
inner life was all about the dreams, the 


cinematic crushes she had on mega-stars 
Bette Davis and Leslie Howard. Young and 
terrified of the limelight, she was thrust 
immediately into stardom when, during her 
first movie role, she became Bogie’s 
“Baby,” and a superstar. Believing in work 
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energy of that Moon- 
Saturn opposition is funneled 
out through Venus in the 
first house. Can there be a 
more apt astrological picture 
of beauty as a way out of a 
financially strained situation? 

and success, she nevertheless was con- 
tent for over a decade in her happy mar- 
riage and in being viewed as Bogie’s wife 
rather than as an actress. Although she 
was a celebrated part — the last remaining 
legacy — of Hollywood’s Golden Age, in- 
stead of habitually looking back, she al- 
ways chose to look forward, always sought 
what was interesting in the now. And al- 
though she was immersed in the present, 
she always carried with her the specter of 
the influential people in her past, those 
who informed her persona and molded her 
character, primarily her mother and first 
husband, Humphrey Bogart. And, of 
course, like many a Virgo goddess, she 
was at once smoldering hot and icy cold. 

The things that we take for granted 
about the larger-than-life persona of Lau- 
ren Bacall, she also took for granted, but 
somehow they were more created than in- 
born. When exiting her apartment at New 
York City’s legendary Dakota (the building 
where John Lennon was shot), she was 
bundled for winter, and the doorman was 
new, and somehow he didn’t recognize her. 
He mumbled an apology and said some- 
thing about how would he know it was her. 
Of course, she growled, "The voice.’’ Her 
voice was so molten and husky it set the 
screen aflame, and she sometimes joked 
about it that callers would refer to her as 
“sir,” because it was so deep. But when 
she was a fledgling actress going on that 
fateful interview, her voice, at that time a 
high, nasal whine with harsh New York un- 
dertones, was a stumbling block, and she 
was sent to a voice coach to learn a new 


one. She was very young at the time and 
happy to be molded. 

When she was a teen, Lauren worked 
as a model and theater usher, prompting 
one critic to mention, as part of a the- 
atrical review, the beautiful girl who seat- 
ed him. After appearing on the cover of 
Harper’s Bazaar, the wife of celebrated di- 
rector Howard Hawks spotted her, and 
that launched her career. More than once 
she’s mentioned how he “created” her. 
Her name at birth was Betty Joan Perske, 
and her friends always called her Betty, 
except in the early days when she was 
Mrs. Bogart, and Bogie, and all his cele- 
brated pals, called her Baby. When her 
parents divorced, her mother resumed her 
maiden name, Bacal, and it was Betty who 
added the extra “I,” thinking it would be 
more easily pronounced. But it was Hawks 
who named her Lauren, something she 
disliked because she felt it was somehow 
anti-Semitic. 

When Hawks discussed with her the 
debut he was planning, he told her that 
he wanted to put her in a movie with ei- 
ther Cary Grant or Humphrey Bogart. Her 
surprising reaction? “Cary Grant, terrific! 
Humphrey Bogart, yuk!” At the time, she 
couldn’t quite get what all the fuss was 
about. But her amazing screen debut op- 
posite Bogie is etched forever into the 
minds of moviegoers, as well as the mo- 
ment in which she uttered the unforget- 
table rejoinder, “You know how to whistle, 
don’t you, Steve? You Just put your lips to- 
gether and . . . blow.” That was in 1944 
in To Have And Have Not. To this day, peo- 
ple mention that you can watch the movie 
and see them light up, see the moment 
in which they fell in love, a record on 
screen of the interpersonal real-life chem- 
istry at work. 

I confess to being as much a romantic 
as anyone, and I do not cop to being a 
cynic at all; however, it Just seems obvi- 
ous to me that when you read about these 
idyllic unions interrupted by untimely 
death, that perhaps the marriage might 
have fizzled anyway like the other rela- 
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tionships of the star in question. Ciark 
Gabie and Carole Lombard come to mind, 
as do Elizabeth Taylor and Michael Todd. 
Everyone thinks, “Oh, what a tragedy! That 
would have been the one, if only he or she 
had lived.” I never think that. I think the 
marriage ended at a point when all was 
going well and it created a permanent 
specter haunting the star’s future. 

I’d thought when contemplating this ar- 
ticle that it would be interesting to consid- 
er Lauren Bacall’s life in light of this idea. 
She was happily married to Bogart, in what 
many people consider a dream relation- 
ship. I assumed that perhaps she did as 
well, but in re- 
searching her “■ 

(she’s the au- 
thor of several 
autobiographi- 
cal books), it 
was interest- 
ing to learn 
that she 

wasn’t a per- 
son who 

viewed life 
with rose-col- 
ored glass- 
es. She con- 
sidered her 
marriage to 
Bogie a 
happy one, 
but with 
flaws. She 
considered 
her marriage to Jason Robards, Jr., a prob- 
lematic one, which ended due to his alco- 
holism. Both men drank uncontrollably. Bo- 
gie died at fifty-eight due to throat cancer 
from his cigarette addiction. Both had mul- 
tiple marriages. As Bogie was dying of can- 
cer, and Bacall was attending to him, she 
was rumored to be seeing Frank Sinatra, 
and she did date him openly after Bogart’s 
death. They were briefly engaged, which he 
ended when word of the betrothal was 
leaked to the press, saying he never really 
intended to marry that “pushy broad.” 


Did it ever make sense to you when 
Catherine Zeta-Jones married Michael 
Douglas? I felt she was trying to skip the 
process, to fast-forward into a place of se- 
curity and acceptance. That was also my 
impression when Lauren Bacall fell for 
Bogart, who by then was on his third mar- 
riage, to a woman who was a combative 
drunk, if you believe the reports, which it 
seems plausible are true. The age differ- 
ence in both pairs is the same, twenty-five 
years. And both men had a similar throat 
cancer, although Douglas seems to have 
made a recovery. When Bogart’s was dis- 
covered, he was given a year to live. 

My feeling is that when there is a mas- 
sive age difference like that 
in a mar- 
riage, it’s al- 
ways about 
someone 
missing a 
parent. It’s 
never just 
about love, 
although 
there can be 
love, romantic 
love, and the 
marriage can 
work out. But 
can you really 
have lived 
decades more 
^ than your 
s spouse and be 
i on equal foot- 
ing? I think not. 
An interviewer asked Bacall about whether 
there was an element of that in her rela- 
tionship with Bogart, about whether she 
was seeking a substitute father. Initially, 
she was quite dismissive, wanting to 
avoid a discussion of her absentee father, 
who was not a nice guy and who treated 
her mother badly. First she said, “Your 
thinking paints a picture that has no re- 
lation to me. You’re thinking that some- 
how Bogart, in the back of my mind, was 
a father figure. Fie wasn’t.” But then she 
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stopped to think and said, "It’s very dra- 
matic and romantic, this idea. Weli, Bogie 
was kind of my father. He showed me the 
way, because I didn’t know anything about 
movies and Hoiiywood.” 

in another honest assessment of the 
union, she said, “It’s all anyone ever asks 
me about. My life with Humphrey Bogart. 

I feel like I’m losing my mind when com- 
plete strangers come up to me while I’m 
having dinner in a restaurant and ask me 
what it was like being married to him. I 
tell them that being a widow is not a 
profession and they look 
crushed. Sure, we had 
twelve great years to- 
gether, Bogie and me, 
but hell, it wasn’t the 
way people think it 
was, or like we did 
it in the movies. 

What marriage 
ever is? A famous 
love story is hard 
to maintain when 
you both live in the 
spotlight. What we 
had together wasn’t 
perfection, but it was 
real, and I’ve never been 
able to replace it.” 

The thing was that Bogie 
was married when he met her, and it 
took about a year for him to divorce his 
wife. He also had a secretary — a woman 
who claimed she slept with his toupee un- 
der her pillow — and she was his mistress 
as well. He’d been with her before he met 
Bacall and remained with her, but that 
doesn’t seem to have affected Lauren or 
her view of the marriage. “With Bogie, it’s 
no surprise that I say those were the best 
years of my life, because I married a man 
who adored me and who taught me every- 
thing about life and movies and people 
and exposed me to the best part of living, 
which was talented, creative people. And 
all of his absolute devotion to the truth, 
to honesty, to honor, and to laughter — to 


everything. How could I not find that the 
years that changed me completely and 
that gave me a life were the happiest? I 
didn’t have to think of anything. I was just 
being adored by this fantastic man. I 
didn’t have any real love in my growing-up 
life, except for my mother and my grand- 
mother.” 

Interestingly, Bacall (who won an hon- 
orary Oscar for her contribution to the 
Golden Age of film in 2009) is the only Os- 
car winner ever to have been married to 
two other Oscar winners. Bogart won for 
The African Queen, and Robards won 
for All the President's Men and 
Julia. After their divorce, Ro- 
bards actually went on to 
make another mar- 
riage, in which he 
stayed for thirty 
years, until his 
death. He was re- 
ported to have 
stopped drinking 
by that point. 
About her mar- 
riage to Robards, 
Bacall said, “I was 
insanely lucky. Al- 
though I beef about a 
lot of things in my life, I 
think I’ve been extremely 
lucky. And even lucky to have 
married Jason Robards after Bogie — 
you know, after having such a great mar- 
riage and then having a not-so-great one. 
But still, he was a terrific man. He had his 
problems, which was what killed our mar- 
riage, but aside from that he was a worth- 
while human being. And we have a son 
who’s an extraordinary man in his own 
right. So I think I’m damn lucky. I’m lucky 
that my kids are all straight, that they 
haven’t ended up in Jail, that they’re all 
worthwhile human beings, thank God. 
Their lives are happy; they have happy 
partners, wives, husbands. See, my moth- 
er wanted me to have more than she had, 
and I wanted the same for my kids. So I 
don’t envision anything for the future, and 
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I never really have. I just hope good things 
keep coming.” 

It’s quite possible that Lauren w/asn’t 
exactly meant to be a homemaker. She re- 
counted with amusement a story about 
her oldest son, Steve, saying to her, “I 
don’t ever remember seeing you with an 
apron on.” She smiled and thought, that’s 
right, honey, you did not. And she contin- 
ued, “That was his concept of what a 
mother should be.” 

She actually came into her own after 
her marriages ended. (It’s no coincidence 
that her autobiography is titied By My- 
seif.) During her years with and after Bo- 
gie, she was in some pretty bad movies. 
She was in some good ones as weli. One 
of my favorites was How to Marry a Mil- 
iionaire, with Betty Grabie, a friend, and 
Mariiyn Monroe, someone she consid- 
ered seifish, iil-mannered, and unprofes- 
sionai. Even after Monroe’s death, Bacaii 
didn’t have anything good to say about 
her. Aiways honest, direct, and uncom- 
promising, she didn’t see the need to be 
poiiticaiiy correct. 

That was the reason why she ultimate- 
iy ieft Hoilywood and returned to her New 
York roots, where she earned two Tony 
awards on the Broadway stage, her first 
iove. She worked intermittentiy on movies, 
and received an Oscar nomination for her 
coiiaboration with Barbra Streisand on 
The Mirror Has Two Faces, a movie I iove. 
It’s quite poignant when Streisand turns 
to Bacaii and wistfuily asks what is it 
iike — to iook in the mirror and see your- 
seif with approvai; what was it iike for 
everyone eise aiways to view you as so 
beautifui? And Bacaii answered, “It was 
wonderful.” She had the same reaction in 
reai iife when an interviewer asked her if 
she was aiways a great beauty, and she 
responded, “Aiways.” 

Betty Joan Perske, aka Lauren Bacaii, 
was born September 16, 1924, in New 
York, New York, at 2:00 A.M., according to 
her biography. She is a Virgo with the 
Moon in Aries and Cancer rising. The time 


/ ^ars is also opposed by 
Neptune, and that is one 
descriptor of being connected 
to men who drink. She was 
reputed to have changed 
Bogie, but she always 
said he changed himself. 

of birth comes from her biography, but I 
wonder if in fact she might have been born 
Just a few minutes iater, giving her Leo ris- 
ing. The oniy difference in the house 
piacements in the 0° Leo rising chart is 
that Mars is pushed down into the sev- 
enth house. In any case, think about it. in 
this articie we wiil use the officiai chart, 
but I suspect it’s a bit off. Aiso keep in 
mind I use the Koch house system, so if 
you’re iooking at a Piacidus chart, there 
may be siight differences. 

Lauren’s Sun is in the third house of 
communication, wideiy conjunct Mercury, 
the pianet of communication, aithough 
Mercury is across the border in the sec- 
ond house. As we mentioned, Lauren au- 
thored three autobiographies, written with- 
out the help of a collaborator, and it was 
said that whenever acting work siowed 
down a iittie, she’d go off to her pubiish- 
er, settle into the iittie office they’d set up 
for her, and start writing. Like most Vir- 
gos, she had a strong work ethic and iiked 
to keep busy. 

Both Mercury and the Sun are opposed 
by Uranus, the pianet of sudden change 
and high technoiogy, and that would ac- 
count for her quick wit and intoierant na- 
ture. She was independent, quirky, and 
feit no need to apoiogize for the choices 
she made. In her last book, she men- 
tioned that she didn’t understand the 
American mentaiity of work hard, save 
money, and then retire. She feit that rather 
than struggiing at something you didn’t 
iove to assure freedom in your old age, it 
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was better to be invested in something 
you did iove and keep at it without ever 
wanting to retire. This is typicai of the 
Uranus mentaiity, which urges us aii to do 
what we want, never mind anyone eise. 
This naturai independence was further 
emphasized by an inconjunct from Mars, 
the pianet of action, to her Sun. 

Her Moon is in Aries in the tenth house 
of career. Generaiiy speaking, this is not 
a terribly domestic Moon, for it’s all about 
taking care of yourself and your own 
needs. In her chart, it also represents her 
mother, who was the breadwinner in her 
childhood because her father was absent. 

I tend to feel that Virgo and Aries can be 
a difficult combination in a chart because 
Virgo always assumes it’s right and Aries 
doesn’t care what anyone else thinks. 
This can lead to wounding comments 
made haphazardly toward others without 
the slightest regard that feelings can be 
hurt. That Virgo know-it-all attitude com- 
bines a bit too abrasively with the Aries 
devil-may-care nature. After her death, her 
grandson, Jamie Bogart, said: "She was 
a tough personality. She wanted the best 
and if you weren’t doing the best, she let 
you know about it . . . catch her on a bad 
day and it could be interesting.” 

Lauren’s Moon was part of a T-square. 
It was opposed by Saturn, and she de- 
scribed how she was raised to be "per- 
fect,” and how at fifteen she’d hide for 
hours in the back of movie theaters, chain 
smoking and enthralled, then she’d swal- 
low some Sen-Sen to hide from her moth- 
er and her uncle the evidence of this habit 
against which they railed because no 
proper young lady of fifteen smoked, and 
for which she tearfully apologized and 
swore never to do again. As we men- 
tioned, she was quite poor growing up, 
and she hated being unable to buy a 
"lousy $17.50 coat.” 

As much as she worried about being 
able to live up to her mother’s high stan- 
dards, she adored her mother and they 
were close. When she got that $100 a 
week movie contract and was put up in 


an apartment, her mother came to live 
with her. That was the beginning of a bet- 
ter life for both of them because her 
mother had determined never to marry a 
man for the sake of marriage alone, but 
to marry only when madly, deeply, in love, 
an ethos she passed along to her daugh- 
ter. You can see that Saturn in the fourth 
house as an indicator of these sorts of 
issues. It describes the stern mother, the 
childhood poverty, the reduced-living cir- 
cumstances. Bacall mentioned that she 
cashed in all her stocks to get the 
$48,000 that she paid in the 1960s for 
her palatial apartment in the Dakota, say- 
ing it was the only smart financial move 
she ever made. According to online 
sources, that nine-room apartment over- 
looking Central Park was recently ap- 
praised at $9 million, but is now on the 
market for $26 million because of the ca- 
chet associated with Bacall. 

The energy of that Moon-Saturn oppo- 
sition is tunneled out through Venus in the 
first house. Can there be a more apt as- 
trological picture of beauty as a way out 
of a financially strained situation? Despite 
admitting in interviews that she was "al- 
ways” beautiful, Lauren was a bit insecure 
at the start. She said, “I was a lousy mod- 
el. I was this flat-chested, big-footed, lanky 
thing.” I always loved the story of how ner- 
vous she was when doing that famous 
scene in To Have and Have Not with Bo- 
gie, the one that started a craze. She 
said, "My hand was shaking, my head was 
shaking, the cigarette was shaking, I was 
mortified. The harder I tried to stop, the 
more I shook. I realized that one way to 
hold my trembling head still was to keep 
it down, chin low, almost to my chest, and 
eyes up at Bogart. It worked and turned 
out to be the beginning of The Look.” 

That was the thing about the way her 
life evolved. Everything occurred as a re- 
sult of a problem or through happen- 
stance more than as a result of decision- 
making and steps taken. This isn’t so 
unusual when there are oppositions and 
T-squares in a chart. It was destiny, you 
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might say, her destiny to become a star. 
Aithough she was Venus-rising pretty, she 
feit there had to be more to it and was 
quite vocal about the current state of 
celebrity, something much different from 
her day, when stars were legends with ac- 
tual personalities, larger-than-life ener- 
gies. “Actors today go into TV, which I 
don’t consider has a lot to do with acting. 
They only think of stardom. If you photo- 
graph well, that’s enough. I have a terri- 
ble time distinguishing one from another. 
Girls wear their hair the same, and are 
much too anorexic-looking.” 

In addition, her Moon receives a trine 
from Neptune at the end of the first house. 
Moon-Neptune aspects give some psychic 
ability, but more than that, the potential to 
dream. All those dreams of movie stars in 
her childhood could simply have been her 
inner voices telling her that someday that 
life would be hers. And, of course, Neptune 
rising can be rather cinematic. 

The Moon also receives a sextile from 
Mars in the eighth house. Moon-Mars as- 
pects tend to generate deep and as- 
sertive emotions. It’s not a shy aspect, 
and it allowed her to speak her mind as 
well. Mars in the eighth house would 
also be a financial placement, although 
she mentioned many times that she 
wasn’t rich. Obviously, she wasn’t poor, 
but she must have been envisioning a 



loftier standard than average people ap- 
ply to the idea of what rich is. And, of 
course, there’s sex appeal. Sex symbols 
often have Mars here because it radiates 
a kind of easily perceived sex appeal, 
which certainly everyone noticed from 
her debut onward. 

Mars is an interesting planet in this 
chart. It makes an out-of-sign trine to Sat- 
urn in the fourth house. Mars-Saturn as- 
pects do cause women to be attracted to 
older men, which Bogie obviously was. Ro- 
bards was only two years her senior, but 
by the time she hooked up with him, she 
was already thirty-seven, far less of a lit- 
tle girl needing a strong older man to 
show her the ways of life. 

The other thing a Mars-Saturn aspect 
will do is create a strong sense of ethics. 
Bacall became fast friends with Nicole 
Kidman when they co-starred in a couple 
of movies, and she was quite outspoken 
about Kidman’s then-husband Tom Cruise. 
This was before the infamous breakup 
and all the rumors about Cruise. Bacall 
simply said she couldn’t fathom the way 
he conducted his life. 

Mars is also opposed by Neptune, and 
that is one descriptor of being connected 
to men who drink. She was reputed to 
have changed Bogie, but she always said 
he changed himself. In fact, once they got 
together, he drank less, but he certainly 
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didn’t stop drinking. They were part of a 
group that partied constantiy, and by aii 
accounts, rather hard. Bacaii herseif was 
never reputed to be any sort of aicohoiic, 
and she said how it aii seemed so unre- 
ai to her, never having been exposed to 
anything iike that. It was aicohoi that re- 
portediy broke up her marriage to Ro- 
bards, aithough she said she found a iet- 
ter to him from a girifriend and that 
infideiity caused her to toss him. 

it’s hard to see either of her reiation- 
ships as truiy happy, uniess fideiity is of 
no consequence. Both of her husbands 
had ongoing ties to other women. Bacaii 
has many oppositions, so this is not a 
chart or a iife without conflict, as she was 
the first to admit. Her chart is about 
someone who has to fight for what she 
wants and who’s wiliing to do battie with 
other peopie to make it happen, in fact, 
i’d say that this chart is about iearning 
that a man can give you oniy so much, and 
what you get on your own is far more re- 
warding. She aiways feit the absence of a 
man in her iife in iater years, and famousiy 
quipped when handed her honorary Oscar, 
"A man at iast.” 

Perhaps one of the nicer eiements in 
her chart, Jupiter in the fifth, expiains her 
rosy view of iife and her marriages, and it 
aiso describes her joy in her children. 
Jupiter is trine Venus, bringing generosity 
and ioving kindness. It’s also the focal 
point of another T-square, involving the 
Mercury-Uranus opposition. It would show 
rewards for making personally satisfying 
choices and speaking her mind. Her as- 
sessment of herself as rather abrasive 
and someone who speaks her mind 
wasn’t inaccurate. It’s a good quality to 
have, but one that a spouse can find hard 
to take day in and day out. 

I want to look now at the charts of Bog- 
art and Robards to see what the connec- 
tions to Bacall were like. Let me Just men- 
tion, however, that Bogart’s time of birth is 
not reliable. There are conflicting reports 
about it. In my database of famous people. 


he’s listed as born on December 25, 1899, 
at 1:30 PM., in New York City, cited from 
an earlier article published in this maga- 
zine. Other people have a 6:37 A.M. time, 
which to me seems more plausible be- 
cause it’s Sagittarius rising as opposed to 
the 1:30 PM. chart, which gives Taurus ris- 
ing. It’s been my observation that men with 
Taurus rising have particularly broad shoul- 
ders and Bogart seemed rather slight. In 
addition, with the Sagittarius rising chart, 
he has Saturn rising, which would con- 
tribute to his gravitas. Moon at the MC, 
which would describe a spouse met 
through a career, and Neptune in the sev- 
enth, describing the abusive, alcoholic ex- 
spouses. In addition, with Sagittarius ris- 
ing, the Sun and Mars are in the first, which 
was his very masculine image, although Ba- 
call said that when people asked her if he 
was as tough as he seemed, she’d say no, 
he was a very gentle soul. 

The Taurus-rising chart gives him the 
Sun conjunct Saturn in the eighth house, 
and he did die of cancer. This is not to 
say that if you have this placement you 
will die of cancer, but it does suggest 
that you (and everyone on the globe in 
my opinion) should stop smoking. He had 
Venus at the MC, which could potential- 
ly describe the wealth from which he 
came (although his childhood was un- 
happy). He also has Jupiter, Uranus, and 
Mercury in the seventh house, which de- 
scribes potentially Joyful marriages with 
someone very different (in Bacall’s case, 
much younger), his Latina secretary-hair- 
dresser, and, well, I’m not sure about the 
three prior marriages. 

If we look Just at the planets and their 
aspects, we can have a good sense of 
who he is without even using the houses. 
He had the Sun conjunct Mars and Sat- 
urn, making him assertive but responsi- 
ble. The Sun and Saturn are opposed by 
Neptune, which could describe the alco- 
hol, but also a need to make his dreams 
come true via hard work. He left his 
wealthy family home when quite young 
and Joined the Navy. 
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Bogart’s Moon is in Libra, a sociabie 
and congeniai piacement. The Moon and 
Sun are square, which wouid describe 
his difficuit home life and troubled mar- 
riages. In addition, the Moon is square 
Mars, so he would, like Bacall, have ex- 
pected to express intense and compli- 
cated feelings, and, in addition, would 
be attracted to women who were rather 
tempestuous. He was quoted as saying 
that a woman without a temper wasn’t 
worth having. 

In a way, you could say that each was 
the antidote for what ailed the other. Al- 
though he came from wealth, his parents 
were sort of absentee and he was 
mostly raised by servants, 
many of whom were mean- 
spirited. And although he 
had his choice of 
women, he didn’t 
have a gentle love 
of the heart and 
had never been a 
father. In her 
case, she came 
from poverty but 
was much loved 
and had a positive 
sense of what life 
could be like, even if 
she lacked a loving fa- 
ther as a role model. And 
because she was young and 
inexperienced, she needed him 
to fill in the blanks and open doors for her. 

Let’s see how his planets connect to 
hers. My favorite tool for relationships is 
the Composite chart, which averages 
each of the charts, element by element, 
to form a new chart that shows what the 
relationship is like. The Composite plan- 
ets in this case would be accurate, al- 
though the house may not be, so I think 
we will just look at the synastry, or how 
one person’s planets aspect the other’s. 

His Sun and Mars lie in Lauren’s 
sixth house of work, and he was instru- 
mental in furthering her career. In addi- 
tion, although they’re not in aspect, 


both Bogie’s Sun and Bacall’s are in 
earth signs, which makes them com- 
patible. His Moon is in the opposite 
sign from hers, but both being cardinal 
also gives them some resonance. In ad- 
dition, his Moon lies right opposite her 
MC, and that means he provides a kind 
of home for her, and she for him. His 
Sun does make an out-of-sign trine to 
her Moon, and that is a classic contact 
for spouses. His Moon makes a sextile 
to her Venus, another classic contact. 
There’s a nice sense of love and do- 
mesticity when there are cross contacts 
of the Sun-Moon-Venus. His Venus lies 
right on her Descendant, another 
aspect of contented married 
life and emotional affec- 
tion. 

Bogart’s Pluto op- 
poses Bacall’s 
Jupiter, making de- 
mands on her cre- 
ativity — both pro- 
fessional and 
personal. When 
asked if she felt 
that her acting ca- 
reer was hurt by 
being Bogart’s wife, 
she said, “Oh, yes, 
because he wanted a 
wife. He didn’t want an 
actress. He’d been married 
to three actresses, and from 
the beginning he said to me, ‘I love you, 
and if you want a career. I’ll do every- 
thing I can to help you, but I won’t mar- 
ry you.’ He wanted a wife that would go 
with him and be there, and he was dead 
right. And that’s what I wanted, and 
that’s why I wanted children. He had nev- 
er had a child. So I was Miss Pushy in 
that way. But I was happy being his wife. 
I loved it. Because I really loved him.” 
She also described her early life with Bo- 
gie, “Well, you know, I envisioned myself 
as making it on the stage, and I never 
thought of myself in terms of domestic- 
ity. I never imagined I would meet any- 
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one like Bogie and marry him and have 
children. And, obviously, the minute I fell 
in love with him that’s all I wanted. Then, 
of course, after we were married I want- 
ed more. But I was a kid. I was nineteen 
when I met him, so, I mean, what the 
hell? How much did I know? And I was 
really innocent.” 

So it would seem to me that he activat- 
ed her fifth-house Jupiter and replaced 
some of the natural career-driven focus of 
her Moon in Aries in the tenth, although the 
way she viewed it was that he molded her 
choices because he was experienced (Sun- 
Saturn) and older and she was still a kid. 
It’s sort of a typical child-bride mentality. 

His Saturn also activated her Moon- 
Neptune trine, filling in the final leg for 
the Grand Trine. They continued to 
make movies together, and he did fur- 
ther her career, but by being his wife, 
she experienced a different sort of life 
and personal fulfillment that she hadn’t 
witnessed as a child, the happy mar- 
riage with a nice home, financial secu- 
rity, and children. 

That’s the thing about something like 
a marriage — it’s not just a romance nov- 
el. These deep and enduring ties do more 
than affect our hearts, but rather they 
change the timbre of someone’s life, 
change who they are as a person, and 
bring another dimension to their reality. 
That’s what Bogie did for Bacall. 

Jason Robards, Jr., was born on July 
26, 1922, at 11:22 PM., in Chicago, Illi- 
nois. He’s a Leo with the Moon in Virgo 
and Aries rising. Although he was a showy 
Leo, his Sun in the fourth house would in- 
dicate a certain shyness. A sextile from 
Saturn would give him stability. 

His Virgo Moon is in the fifth house of 
creativity and conjoins his sixth-house 
Venus, bringing a social nature that ap- 
preciates women. This Moon-Venus is 
squared by Mars, making him a bit emo- 
tionally tempestuous, and indicating that 
the women in his life were also dramat- 
ic. Bacall said, “I invited a few friends 


over to celebrate Jason’s 40th birthday. 
Jason showed up at 2 A.M. — loaded. I 
grabbed a bottle of vodka, smashed it 
into the cake, and yelled: ‘Here’s your 
goddamn cake!”’ It would be hard to 
blame a long-suffering wife, embarrassed 
by an absentee birthday boy in front of a 
gathering of friends, for her ire, but 
scenes like this are rather typical of 
Moon-Mars aspects. 

In addition, Robards’ Moon-Venus is 
opposed by Uranus, bringing distance 
and detachment. Mars lies at the focal 
point of this T-square; so you could say 
his shyness caused him to push people 
away. Then, when they grew angry at his 
behavior and blew up, he felt less guilty 
for having hurt them because they hurt 
him back. It’s sort of a portrait in dys- 
function. Pluto at the bottom of the 
chart would bring about periodic erup- 
tions of emotional issues, and it sextiles 
the Moon-Venus as well. He has many 
connections to his Moon, so women 
would have been very important in his 
life. Like Bacall, his parents were di- 
vorced. Nowadays, this doesn’t seem ex- 
traordinary, but in those days, most peo- 
ple married and stayed married, so this 
was a significant thing for a couple to 
have in common. 

Robards has Neptune in the fifth 
house, and often people with this place- 
ment see alcohol as a favorite pleasure, 
and drinking becomes sort of a hobby or 
a pastime. Not everyone who enjoys a 
glass of wine becomes a drunk, but with 
Neptune in the fifth, the sense of how 
much alcohol is reasonable often gets dis- 
torted. Although he had a remarkable 
movie career, like Bacall, Robards’ first 
love was the stage. 

If we look at Robards’ planets in a bi- 
wheel around Bacall’s, his Sun lies in her 
first house, conjunct her Venus. There 
must have been an immediate sense of 
affection and chemistry between them. 
Her Saturn squared his Sun, which al- 
though more harsh than his natal Sun- 
Saturn sextile, still means that he felt 
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the burden of her expectations of him. 
Actuaily, his Sun is the focai point of the 
T-square invoiving her Moon-Saturn op- 
position, which in her chart focalized 
through Venus and, with them as a cou- 
ple, also through his Sun. It’s as if her 
chart is saying; I love you but you’re dis- 
appointing me. 

His Moon and Venus are in Virgo, and 
that’s a positive thing. A man’s Moon in 
the same sign as his wife’s Sun means 
that she embodies his expectations of the 
feminine dynamic. What he expects of Yin 
energies, she provides. And although her 
Sun wasn’t close enough to be touched 
by his Moon-Venus, her Mercury conjoins, 
so it’s likely they had many pleasant and 
interesting conversations, and that they 
were able to discuss feelings. Of course, 
with his Mars squaring her Mercury, some 
of those discussions may have devolved 
into shouting matches. 

In addition, her Moon conjoins his As- 
cendant, so it’s likely she recognized, in- 
tuited, and understood his emotions. 
There are many emotional connections in 
this pairing. 

Robards’ Mars makes a trine to Ba- 
call’s Venus, an aspect of sexual attrac- 
tion. His Mars also conjoins her fifth- 
house Jupiter, activating that very positive 
energy. And, of course, her Jupiter 
squares his Venus. 

This is a romantic relationship. There 
was love and physical attraction here, 
probably more so than what she shared 
with Bogie. It was two adults on the 
same level who connected physically, 
shared the same goals, and liked the 
same things. 

So what do you think? Do you think it 
is possible that he could never live up 
to Bogie’s aura in her mind? I think Bo- 
gie was just a larger-than-life energy in 
her mind, and even toward the end of 
her life, she’d refer to the influence on 
her by two people, her mother and Bo- 
gie, which in a way sounds like she’s 
talking about two beloved parents, which 
she sort of was. Although she makes it 


clear that she didn’t see Bogie as a god 
without flaws, I think under the surface 
he became like the revered dad who 
could do no wrong. But to her Robards 
was a flesh-and-blood man who did plen- 
ty wrong. She was no longer an idealis- 
tic child bride, but a woman capable of 
criticism who had certain expectations 
that weren’t met. 

And I think it all came down to one 
thing: crap. With Bogie she was a kid 
plucked out of one life and plopped into 
another and she decided just to put up 
with the crap and be happy. With Ro- 
bards, she was an adult who wanted to 
call more of the shots, and she decided 
she’d had enough crap and wouldn’t take 
it any more. 

Lauren Bacall had a complicated chart, 
and she was a complicated woman. She 
wanted to live her life according to her 
own standards and to express what she 
considered her best self. As much as she 
said she wanted a partner, what really ful- 
filled her most was living according to her 
own terms. She was a strong person, and 
everyone will always remember her as a 
class act.

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YOUR LUCKY ZODIACAL NUMBERS 

Here are your lucky numbers for each day of the month. The numbers can be used as they are or 
rearranged and used equally well. For example, take the lucky number for Taurus on May 5, which Is 
379. This number can be used as 793 or 973 so long as the total value remains 8 (3 + 7 + 9 = 19; 1 
+ 9 = 10; 1 + 0 = 1). However, the number Is numerically and astrologically correct as It is given. The 
same explanation applies to all of the signs. The three digits listed under Taurus as the “sign number” 
give the basic vibrations for the sign itself. These digits total up to 3 (2 + 8 + 2 = 12; 1 + 2 = 3), which 
is the first digit listed of the three numbers for the day. The second digit is derived by noting the house 
of the solar chart in which the Moon is transiting during that day. For Taurus, the Moon in Scorpio is 
transiting their seventh house on the 5th; this has a value of 7 and is the second digit listed. The last 
digit is obtained by noting the planetary day ruler and the number vibration for that ruler. May 5 is a 
Tuesday, ruled by Mars, which has a vibration of 9. The combination of these numerical vibrations gives 
379 as the lucky number for Taurus on May 5. The same method for selection of daily numbers is used 
for the other eleven signs. One or two numbers can be derived from the lucky number for any particu- 
lar day. For instance, the lucky number for Taurus on May 12 is 319. The single digits added together 
total 13, which can be used if two numbers are desired, or 13 can be reduced to 4 if one number is 
desired. Note: On days when the Moon is changing signs — indicated by * — check the “Self-Guidance 
Chart” for the time it enters another sign and make the necessary adjustment in the second digit. The 
sign changes are set for E.S.T. In other time zones, the change may occur on the day previous to the 
one indicated here. In this case, two adjustments must be made — one for the house position of the 
Moon (second digit) and the other for the number vibration of the day ruler (third digit). Good luck.

KEYS TO CORRECT 
FORECASTING TECHNIQUES, 
PART III: THE PROGRESSED 
ASCENDANT AND 
MIDHEAVEN 

The world is in such a chaotic 
state that the need for a sense of 
belonging to a belief system that 
offers ultimate truth and salva- 
tion becomes addictively appeal- 
ing. This is one of the reasons 
why cult groups and fundamen- 
talist religious movements are in 
such an expansive phase of 
growth. They are anchors (albeit 
illusionary and violent ones) in a 
sea of suffering (a state, of 
course, to which they ardently 
contribute). A person can say: "I 
have found salvation! I have 
found truth! I have found re- 


demption! I can kill, rape, and pil- 
lage, and paradise will await 
me!" Yet this is not the way of the 
Soul. The Soul offers not only a 
Truth that "passeth all under- 
standing," but also a Truth which 
contains all understanding. And 
on the Way, you and I become 
part of that living Truth whose 
gift is consciousness and whose 
quality is Love. This is a Love that 
is all-inclusive and welcomes all 
who may come to know It.

The Ascendant and the Midheaven 
are both halves of a major energetic 
axis consisting of the Ascendant/De- 
scendant and the Midheaven/Nadir (or 
“1C”). We can call the former the “so- 
cial axis,” as it relates to the relation- 
ship bet\«een the self and the not-self, 
me and you, as well as me vs. you. The 
Ascendant reveals the moment-to-mo- 
ment contact the individual ego has 
with his or her environment, while the 
Descendant describes the interperson- 
al dynamic of response of this urge to 
express oneself. In addition, the De- 
scendant reveals the objectives of one’s 
search for response, objectives that are 
characterized by the sign on the cusp of 
the seventh house of the natal chart. 
Thus, if I have Taurus Rising, I am pro- 
jecting my urge to be in ways that de- 
fine my urge for the acquisition of phys- 
ical and/or emotional substance. 
Scorpio is the sign of “other people’s 
resources” (in effect their physical 
and/or emotional substance). Thus, in 
my natural "urge to merge” as a person 
with Taurus Rising, my interpersonal ob- 
jective is to acquire such additional sub- 
stances from my relationships with all 
“others.” On a more subtle, psycholog- 
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ical level, I will find that through my re- 
lationships my sense of personal val- 
ues and self-worth (Taurus) will be re- 
fined and uplifted or denigrated and 
destroyed (all functions of Scorpio, the 
sign opposite Taurus) through these in- 
terpersonal, intimate contacts. 

The Midheaven points to the “focus of 
culmination” that is achieved through a 
combination of my social efforts at find- 
ing a place in my world coupled with the 
experiences I have gained from this 
search for achievement. Thus, the Mid- 
heaven (or MC) shows recognition (or, 
when afflicted by forces in the natal chart, 
obstacles to such recognition). It is paired 
with the Nadir (1C), the most subjective 
point in the natal map. We can say that 
the Nadir (our family and psychological 
substrata) describes the “roots” of self, 
while the MC reveals the “fruits.” If the 
roots have been stunted as a result of 
family and/or psychological injury, the 
fruits of our life will be qualitatively re- 
flective of such trauma. 

From the point of view of “directions” 
(the generic term for all techniques of 
prognostication), the MC/IC and the As- 
cendant/Descendant have some very 
special significance. Although this arti- 
cle is dedicated primarily to the sharing 
of factors relative to the progressed po- 
sitions of these points, I would be re- 
miss to not first mention their impor- 
tance as transits. 

The transiting positions of the As- 
cendant and the Midheaven are essen- 
tial to timing activities and are used 
with great significations in many im- 
portant and practical ways.i Knowing 
the transiting position of the Ascendant 
and the MC is essential in financial tim- 
ing — for example, such as exactly when 
to buy or sell stocks or homes or to 
sign contacts. One would want to have 
a very good transiting Ascendant (and 
especially) Descendant for a wedding 
or the making of a very important 
phone call. The inauguration of a com- 
pany requires a good transiting MC to 


the natal horoscopes of the major par- 
ties involved, while you should not 
move into a new house unless the de- 
gree on the cusp of the 1C is favorable 
to your chart and to the other transit- 
ing planets (especially the Moon) at the 
time. Astrology provides a map. If you 
know how to read it, you can find many 
obvious as well as hidden treasures — 
or, at the very least, avoid sand traps 
and blind alleys! 

The determination of the transiting 
MC and Ascendant are easy to find. All 
you need is a computerized astrology 
program; enter your data and up pops 
the required map. Many good astrologi- 
cal software programs come with the 
equivalent of a “perpetual astrological 
clock,” one that gives you the moment- 
to-moment chart of your pre-pro- 
grammed location. But either way, if you 
have a smartphone or an iPad, you can 
install an app that will always allow you 
to cast a chart from anywhere you are 
located. Gotta love that about the twen- 
ty-first century! 

You will find that the transiting MC/IC 
axis changes about one degree every four 
minutes, modifying the transiting Ascen- 
dant/Descendant accordingly, depending 
on the latitude for which the map is being 
cast. The results can be extremely use- 
ful, as in the following two examples: 

1. Transiting Ascendant trine your na- 
tal Venus. This is a great time to approach 
someone in whom you have a romantic in- 
terest (especially if the trine were in the 
fire or water signs). It is also a great in- 
dication of when to initiate a conversation 
about finances (especially if the trine were 
in the earthy signs) or to plan a social 
gathering (especially if the trine were in 
the airy signs). 

2. Transiting MC square Jupiter. 
Things may seem to be moving along ad- 
vantageously, but this is not a time to ex- 
pand or make career moves based on 
ideals and promises, as the latter may 
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be overly idealistic and the former false 
or misleading. 

The progressed positions of the As- 
cendant and the Midheaven take on a 
deeper significance and can be far more 
important to the individual than these po- 
sitions \«hen in transits. This is primarily 
due to the duration of their effects. If by 
transit there is change of degree on the 
MC that lasts four minutes, this change 
of degree takes a year by progression and 
even longer in terms of the progressed 
Ascendant. Thus, the effects of contacts 
and influence by aspect to other planets 
in the natal chart are far more intense 
and long reaching. This is due to two pri- 
mary factors: 

1. Orb of influence. We know that in 
terms of both transits and progressions, 
we use an orb of half a degree applying 
to half a degree separating. Thus, we can 
say that the duration of influence of a 
transiting MC is always about eight min- 
utes (two minutes applying, four minutes 
at the exact degree itself, and two min- 
utes separating). This becomes two 
years in terms of the length of influence 
of the progressed MC (six months ap- 
plying, one year in exactitude, and six 
months separating). This can be even 
longer in terms of certain signs of the 
progressed Ascendant. 

2. Signs on the Ascendant of long du- 
ration. In the northern hemisphere, the 
signs Cancer through Sagittarius are 
said to be of long duration, while Capri- 
corn through Gemini are of shorter du- 
ration. (Just the reverse is true for the 
southern hemisphere.) This means that 
transiting degrees of Leo on the Ascen- 
dant, for example, do not move at the 
steady rate of one degree per four min- 
utes or progress at the rate of one de- 
gree each year, as they do when these 
same degrees are on the Midheaven . 2 
The result is significant, as it means that 
the length of duration of a progressed 
aspect with a degree of an Ascendant 


with a sign of long duration on its cusp 
can last up to three years! 

THE EFFECTS OF THE 
PROGRESSED ASCENDANT 
AND MIDHEAVEN 

Different astrologers will use different 
orbs of influence when applied to the ef- 
fects of transits and progressions. I am 
very conservative in my forecasting meth- 
ods and tend to ascribe narrower rather 
than wider orbs. My nearly 5C years work- 
ing in astrology tells me that with one 
main difference (known as “stations,” 
which will be explained in full in a future 
article), "things happen” when both tran- 
sits and progressions are close to or at 
exactitude and not before. Things may be 
"shaded” by oncoming transits and pro- 
gressions, but events occur only at near 
or at actual one-degree exactitude. In ad- 
dition, aspects quickly lose their potency 
after exactitude has been reached. This 
information should be carefully noted by 
the student, as there are always “direc- 
tional dynamics” taking place in reference 
to the natal chart, and the astrologer has 
to know when certain influences are en- 
tering and others are leaving the life. (The 
word “planet,” after all, comes from the 
Greek word for “wanderer.”) These com- 
ings and goings are measured in terms of 
time by the orbs of influence of the plan- 
ets and hence the importance of the as- 
trologer’s acute sense of such orbs. 

The Ascendant "colors” the life. The 
natal Ascendant may be seen as a glass 
house within which the native lives out his 
or her personality dramas and destiny and 
hopefully evolves in consciousness ac- 
cordingly. This glass has the possibility of 
coming in 12 primary zodiacal colors — 
i.e., the 12 signs. Gemini on the Ascen- 
dant, for example, will mean that the in- 
dividual looks out upon life through a 
glass that has the tendency to “tint the 
environment” with double vision, so that 
what an Aries Ascendant may see as a 
single opportunity for him to dominate a 
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challenge, a Gemini Ascendant will see as 
two different opportunities altogether. A 
Libra Ascendant will see the same situa- 
tion as an opportunity for sharing, and a 
Capricorn Ascendant will see it as an op- 
portunity for making some money. Pisces 
will see all 12 types of these opportuni- 
ties at the same time (or none of them!). 
The Universe is One, but it is seen, inter- 
preted, and reacted to, in astrological 
terms, through 12 different lenses. 

As indicated above, each degree of the 
transiting Ascendant colors the environ- 
ment for the individual for anywhere from 
four to ten minutes, but each degree of 
the progressed Ascendant affects one’s 
personal environment for up to three 
years! Let’s look at some examples: 

1. The progressed Ascendant changes 
signs and for the next 30 years or so the 
native will have Taurus as the primary “life 
lens.’’3 You can therefore make a general 
statement that this next huge portion of 
a person’s lifetime will be spent defining 
and projecting his or her life values, es- 
pecially those that result in material man- 
ifestation. In addition, there will be the 
urge to “anchor” one’s creative potential, 
a potential that was duly tested when that 
individual’s Ascendant was previously pro- 
gressing through Aries. 

2. The planet Venus, as ruler of Taurus, 
now takes on particular importance in the 
native’s life so that the astrologer will want 
to pay close attention to the position of 
Venus in the natal chart, as well as the 
transits and progressions of this planet 
(especially to the natal position of Venus). 
Do not underestimate the importance of 
this assessment! If one’s life will be par- 
ticularly affected by Venus (or any other pro- 
gressed ruling planet), how the native acts 
and responds in terms of that planet’s na- 
tal indications is very important to under- 
standing a primary feature for the next sig- 
nificant portion of that person’s life. 

3. In which house of the natal chart 


has the progressed Ascendant changed 
signs? This will usually be the first, sec- 
ond, or third house. The astrologer then 
needs to combine the influence of the 
new progressed Ascendant sign with the 
natural indications of that house in the 
natal chart. Example: Progressed Ascen- 
dant changes to Taurus in the native’s 
second house with Taurus on the cusp 
(natal Ascendant is Aries). Venus in the 
natal chart is in Virgo trine to Saturn in 
Capricorn as the strongest and most ex- 
act aspect. Meaning: During the entire 
time of Taurus on the progressed Ascen- 
dant, the individual will be very much at 
work striving to achieve his or her great- 
est potentials in the business world. 
There is all likelihood that such efforts will 
be met with success, especially if that per- 
son is aided (as he or she most likely will 
be) by older and more experienced au- 
thority figures in his or her particular field 
of endeavor (natal Saturn trine Venus). In 
the years that the progressed Ascendant 
in Taurus makes a Grand Trine to natal 
Venus in Virgo trine natal Saturn in Capri- 
corn, there will be potentially tremendous 
success and fulfillment of that individual’s 
professional ambitions. 

We need to realize when we combine 
progressed aspects with transits, as we 
will be doing, that they have different but 
complementary functions. The progressed 
positions and aspects reveal unfolding 
processes and potentials, while the tran- 
sits of the faster-moving planets reveal or 
trigger actual events, often within the larg- 
er scope of activities indicated by the pro- 
gressions. You can say that the progres- 
sions (and especially the progressions of 
the Ascendant and the Midheaven) "set 
the stage,” and the faster-moving plane- 
tary transits are the actors. And what of 
the slower-moving planetary transits? 
These, we will discover, are slow, pro- 
found, incredibly important destiny indi- 
cators and karmic challengers! They also 
must be synthesized and integrated into 
our interpretation of a person’s life Jour- 
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ney (or political events and circum- 
stances) with the progressed planets. 

Let’s end this article with another ex- 
ample of the progressed Ascendant in ac- 
tion. Here let us say that the progressed 
Ascendant has moved to 2° Sagittarius 
and is making a square to natal Saturn at 
2° Pisces. Definition: The progressed As- 
cendant in Sagittarius means that for the 
period of its duration in that sign the in- 
dividual will be working to expand his or 
her horizons through one or more of the 
following activities; foreign travel, ad- 
vanced education, publishing, and estab- 
lishing an enhanced belief system through 
his or her efforts at walking the spiritual 
path. In the natal chart, Jupiter is in the 
third house in Capricorn. Indication: The 
native is most likely interested in ex- 
panding his or her ambitions through 
learning about subjects that will have a 
practical significance in furthering his or 
her career. 

As stated, the progressed Sagittarius 
Ascendant is square natal Saturn. Con- 
clusion: This will be an 18-month period 
(the time that the progressed Ascendant 
will need to “approach” the degree of na- 
tal Saturn, be exactly at that entire de- 
gree, and then “separate” from that de- 
gree) during which the native will have to 
bring definition, discipline, and focus to his 
or her efforts at education for career pur- 
poses. 

If you check the ephemeris for January 
through May 2015 and then October of 
this year, you will see that Saturn is going 
back and forth by transit at 2” Sagittarius. 
This means that the potential of the pro- 
gressed Ascendant to natal Saturn is be- 
ing strongly activated by the aspect of 
transiting Saturn to both the progressed 
Ascendant (conjunct) and the natal Sat- 
urn (square), showing that this will be the 
period in which the individual in question 
will be very active in his or her educational 
plans and purposes. This will not be an 
easy time in this respect, as Saturn in 
Pisces is challenged when it comes to fo- 
cused discipline. Nonetheless, the as- 


trologer can give a positive (but true) in- 
terpretation to this challenging set of di- 
rections as follows: “You will have the op- 
portunity to bring focus and definition to 
your career ambitions during this time 
through your studies in a specialized area. 
This will take some effort on your part, as 
you have the tendency to be nebulous re- 
garding efforts at self-discipline. But as 
‘the horoscope impels and does not com- 
pel,’ you can use your own ‘will-to-good’ 
to help you advance at this time. Indeed, 
you will have to use willpower in order to 
succeed, but this will be a great lesson 
and exercise for you.”

Footnotes 

1. That branch of our science specifi- 
cally dedicated to the timing of events is 
called Electional Astrology and will be 
dealt with in some detail in a future arti- 
cle. 

2. The reason for this difference is a 
bit complex to explain, but primarily it is 
due to the bulging shape of the earth and 
the extension of this shape of our sphere 
as it relates to the signs of the zodiac. 

3. I am using a mean of 30 years (360 
degrees/years divided by 12 signs) as a 
convenience, as the actual number of 
years it will take Taurus or any sign to 
move by secondary progression depends 
on the latitude of a person’s birth as well 
as the hemisphere in which that birth took 
place.

Dear Eileen, I have always 
been interested in the meta- 
physical and have always been 
very spiritual in my approach 
to life. Lately, I am more em- 
pathic and telepathic than 
ever before. Things seem to 
be speeding up, and I must 
admit that it's a little scary. Do 
you think, based on my horo- 
scope, that I should continue 
to pursue a path as a messen- 
ger/healer? Thank you for 
your advice in advance. I was 
born April 1, 1995, at 12:48 
P.M. P.S.T.,46N40/122W58. 


By looking at your horoscope, I would 


say yes to your pursuing a career as a 
spiritual-type healer. Here’s why. Your Sun 
in Aries is in the ninth house of religion, 
philosophy, and higher consciousness. 
This placement of the Sun becomes even 
more significant, given that the Sun is the 
ruler of your Leo Ascendant. The ruler of 
the Ascendant is known as the ruling plan- 
et of the horoscope, and it symbolizes 
how you personally approach life. Where 
this ruler falls in the natal horoscope de- 
fines how you experience yourself and life 
itself. Having a Sun that is in a fire-sign 
and in the ninth house suggests that you 
are a seeker of truth who is intuitive and 
visionary. 

Your Moon in Taurus is on your South 
Node in the tenth house of life direction 
and career. With that Moon ruling your 
twelfth house of spirituality and talents 
from past lives, your spiritual interests 
might be karmic and could have a direct 
effect on the kind of work you would want 
to do in the outer world. This Moon is ex- 
alted in Taurus, which would make you 
very empathic and nurturing in your role 
as a healer, especially with the asteroid 
Ceres making a conjunction with your Ris- 
ing Sign Leo. Ceres is the archetype of 
the Great Mother. With Ceres so close to 
your Ascendant, you would exude a very 
motherly and/or safe persona. All of this 
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speaks well for someone who wants to 
help other people In a nurturing capacity. 

Saturn in the natal horoscope repre- 
sents our sense of reality and how we con- 
cretize our lives on every level. Saturn 
symbolizes physical incarnation. Wherev- 
er we find Saturn in the natal chart is 
where individuals must work hard to make 
their lives real and purposeful. The sign 
and house placement of Saturn describes 
where and how the individual will pursue 
creating a solid foundation in her life. Sat- 
urn in Pisces suggests that you need to 
make your life real through a creative 
and/or spiritual life direction. The foun- 
dation of your life would be built on em- 
pathy, compassion, spirituality, and cre- 
ativity. With both Venus and Saturn in 
Pisces in the eighth house of death, re- 
birth, and transformation and with Saturn 
being the ruler of your sixth house of work 
and service, it makes complete sense 
that you would find yourself drawn to work 
that involves helping other people either 
spiritually or creatively. Since Saturn can 
also describe our fears, you may find your- 
self a little nervous when it comes to your 
ability to be psychic. You simply need to 
give form to your empathic nature so that 
you have a sense of direction. Therefore, 
building a practice as a healer or taking 
certain courses toward developing your in- 
tuitive abilities would provide you with 
some concrete tools to manifest your tal- 
ents in this area. 

You also have Mercury in Pisces, which 
is another indicator of your telepathic abil- 
ities, as Mercury is the messenger and 
Pisces rules over the ethereal world. Let 
your Moon in Taurus ground you in a par- 
ticular career direction so that you are 
able to channel your intuitive and psychic 
abilities in a way that makes sense both 
professionally and personally. It is impor- 
tant for you, as a healer, to remain ground- 
ed in your physical body and in the mate- 
rial world so that you don’t become 
frightened or confused by what you are 
feeling. Remember, too, that your gifts are 
from the Divine and can be used positively 


to assist other people on their life jour- 
neys. 

You have both Jupiter and Pluto in 
Sagittarius in the fifth house of self-ex- 
pression. With these two planets in Sagit- 
tarius, you would have both a deep need 
for seeking truth and meaning and many 
opportunities to expand your life through 
travel, philosophy, and higher education. 
With Saturn now at the start of its transit 
of Sagittarius, the next two years should 
be a really good time for you to concretize 
your studies in metaphysics. You may 
want to seek out other people who are 
also interested in this path. This would 
not only be enjoyable on a personal level, 
but would also benefit your overall work 
life. You may do some traveling over the 
next few years, meet an important teacher 
figure, or at the very least take some 
workshops in spiritual healing. Since Sat- 
urn rules the sixth house of health and 
work, you may eventually use your gifts to 
help heal people on a physical level as 
well. This is a good time for you to ac- 
quire, enhance, and develop your skills as 
an intuitive. 

With Jupiter moving through your first 
house of new beginnings and self-identi- 
ty until the end of July 2015, there is still 
a chance for doors to open for you and to 
have many opportunities to move in this 
new direction. Your natal horoscope re- 
flects your abilities, and the transits right 
now are supporting you to make your 
heart’s desire a reality. 

NEEDS HELP IN STARTING OVER 

Dear Eileen, I am a 42-year-old single 
mother of four kids trying to figure out 
where or what my next move shouid be in 
iife. The ioss of my Job and condo last year 
has prompted me to move myself and my 
two youngest children back to the home 
of my parents. I feel like there is a black 
cloud over my head. I am obtaining an as- 
sociate degree, have exhausted all my op- 
tions, and feel that I should move and start 
over again somewhere else. I would ap- 
preciate some guidance about the future. 
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I was born September 8, 1972, at 4:47 
A.M. E.D.T., 42N13/70W56. 

While you may feel that there is a black 
cloud hanging over your head, just re- 
member that we are living in times that 
are very trying economically, so it is not 
unusual for people to lose both their Job 
and home at the same time. These chal- 
lenging times would certainly be even 
more difficult for a single mother of four. 
That said, let’s look at your horoscope and 
see how you can move forward toward a 
better future. 

With both your Sun and Moon in Virgo, 
you are obviously a very hard-working in- 
dividual who has had to attend to the 
many details of everyday life. Your Mars 
in Virgo makes an exact conjunction with 
your Sun near the cusp of your second 
house of earned income, indicating that 
you are a financially independent person 
who has had to support yourself and your 
family on your own. Pluto, the planet of 
death and rebirth and transformation, in 
your second house is another indicator 
that you have been very driven to survive 
economically and that periods of eco- 
nomic crisis would force you to make 
some extreme changes and transforma- 
tions. Obviously, this is one of those mo- 
ments when you are being challenged to 



take your life in a totally new direction in 
order to support yourself and your family. 
Although you are living in your parents’ 
home right now, you also mention that you 
are thinking of relocating and making a 
new start. Saturn transits Sagittarius for 
the next two-and-a-half years, moving 
through your fourth house of home and 
family until roughly 2017. There could be 
two different manifestations of this tran- 
sit. One would be that you remain at your 
parents’ home for practical reasons; the 
other would be that you relocate to a to- 
tally different city and state where you 
would have more career possibilities. 
Transiting Jupiter in Leo will be making a 
conjunction with your Ascendant in late 
July and early August 2015, and this could 
be a really good time to improve your over- 
all domestic environment. Jupiter transits 
always bring the possibility of expanding 
our lives and restoring our confidence. 

Last year, Saturn began transiting your 
fourth house while it was still in Scorpio. 
This was a very crisis-oriented time, and 
you may have felt that you were hitting 
rock bottom when you had to return to 
your parents’ home. Now that Saturn is in 
Sagittarius, however, you may be feeling 
a little bit less pessimistic and ready to 
make new plans for the future. With your 
natal Saturn in Gemini in your tenth house 
of life direction, you may have pursued var- 
ious careers in your life, but Saturn here 
describes an individual who feels the 
need to take on responsibilities and com- 
mitments in the outer world. The square 
to your Saturn from your Virgo planets 
also denotes someone who has had to 
face many life challenges but is very re- 
silient. Whether you become an authority 
figure or you work for one, you don’t feel 
grounded in life unless you have some 
kind of professional security. You may 
have to be open now to moving to almost 
any place where you can procure work and 
financial stability. With your natal Jupiter 
in Sagittarius, you have the capacity for 
adventure and may actually do much bet- 
ter in a new, unfamiliar environment. This 
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Jupiter placement also suggests that you 
would benefit from the law, education, phi- 
losophy, and travel. Perhaps a job position 
in any of those fields would provide you 
with a new and better future. 

While the South Node is the karmic 
past, the North Node in the natal horo- 
scope describes the path the individual 
must take in this lifetime to achieve per- 
sonal fulfillment and realization. Your 
South Node in Cancer is the part of you 
that wanted family and a home; however, 
your natal North Node in Capricorn is 
about moving toward professional fulfill- 
ment in the outer world. Since your North 
Node in Capricorn is in the fifth house, 
your children are your destiny. Because 
you were a single mother, you have had to 
work hard in the outer world to provide se- 
curity for your family. Since the North 
Node in Capricorn describes your spiritu- 
al destiny, it suggests that you always 
have the capacity to find work and to pull 
your life together in a positive way. There 
is no question that you will be able to 
start over again somewhere else and that 
you will attract another Job and profes- 
sional opportunity. While you can be very 
sacrificial and emotional when it comes 
to family, with Neptune in your fourth 
house and with the South Node in Cancer, 
you can also be very practical and make 
decisions based on what is realistically 
necessary. 

During 2016-17, transiting Saturn in 
Sagittarius will be making an opening 
square to your Virgo planets. This means 
that you will be reevaluating the decisions 
you made during 2008-9 when Saturn was 
transiting Virgo NS making conjunctions 
to those Virgo planets. This is an impor- 
tant time coming up in your life when you 
will be making some adjustments and 
concrete decisions about the overall di- 
rection of your life. With transiting Jupiter, 
though, coming to your first house of new 
beginnings this summer, you will definite- 
ly have the confidence to make improve- 
ments in your life. Also, Jupiter will be 
transiting Virgo from mid-August 2015 


through August 2016, which will be an- 
other time for new opportunities and for 
you to create a new vision for your future. 
I wish the very best for you and for your 
family. 

BROTHER'S DEATH LEFT 
A HOLE IN HER HEART 

Dear Eileen, With as much as I know 
astrology, I was still blown away by my 
brother’s death In October of last year. I 
loved and protected him growing up, and 
he wiii aiways be my little brother. His 
death has ieft a hole in my heart, and i 
practically feel emotionally paralyzed. I 
would appreciate any insights you can give 
me at this time. I was born March 1, 1949, 
at 6:30 A.M. E.S.T., 40N38/73W56. My 
brother was born March 5, 1952. 

I am so sorry for your loss. It is not un- 
usual for people to feel completely dev- 
astated and paralyzed by the loss of a 
loved one. We don’t often read about how 
the death of a sibling can be traumatizing 
for people in adulthood, but what you are 
feeling is completely appropriate to the 
situation. By the time you read my re- 
sponse, transiting Saturn will have already 
left your eighth house of death and re- 
birth, which may have helped you to begin 
to heal from the initial shock of losing your 
dear brother. While the grief process will 
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go on for some time, you may at this point 
feei iess paraiyzed and more abie to 
process your own feeiings. i wouid never 
attempt to specuiate on what precipitat- 
ed his untimeiy death, as it is more im- 
portant for us to heip you to understand 
your own experience of what has occurred 
and how you can go forward with your own 
iife. 

When your brother passed away, tran- 
siting Saturn in Scorpio was at the very 
end of your eighth house of death and 
transformation. With Saturn ruling your 
eleventh house of friendship, you proba- 
bly felt that you had lost your best friend, 
it is obvious from your letter that you were 
definitely his best friend and advocate 
when you were children growing up to- 
gether. With your Pisces Moon ruling your 
fifth house of children, you must have 
been very nurturing toward him, and you 
may feel like you have lost your child. This 
is further affirmed by your brother’s Moon- 
Uranus conjunction in Cancer falling on 
the cusp of your fifth house of love and 
children. While you may not have seen 
each other on a regular basis, you always 
felt deeply connected to him, which is why 
you feel his death has left a hole in your 
heart. 

Neptune is now transiting the sign 
Pisces, which is very significant for all of 
you born under that Sun-Sign. Since Nep- 
tune rules the invisible world and transit- 
ing Neptune is making a conjunction with 
your Ascendant this year, this may be a 
good time for you to begin to heal your- 
self spiritually as much as possible, giv- 
en that Neptune will be in your sign for 
many years. While you may have moments 
of fatigue and feelings of being helpless 
in the face of your loss, Neptune can also 
soothe your soul through music, poetry, 
spirituality, or Just long walks by the 
ocean. You may need to slow down your 
life over the next few years so that you 
have time for rest and recuperation, as 
your brother’s passing has coincided with 
you entering a new stage of your life. 
These years are about developing yourself 


both creatively and spiritually and having 
more time for your own inner processes. 
While you may feel somewhat confused 
and lost psychologically right now, your 
Neptune transit can lead you to refining 
your life and focusing on what is more 
spiritually essential for your survival. 

Going forward into the future, transit- 
ing Jupiter in Virgo will be moving through 
your seventh house of other people start- 
ing in September of this year and contin- 
ues transiting that house in that sign un- 
til September 2016. Given that your natal 
Jupiter is in your eleventh house of asso- 
ciations and groups, this would be an ex- 
cellent time to expand your social circles 
and reach out to other people for support. 
With transiting Jupiter making oppositions 
with your Pisces placements (Sun, Mars, 
and Moon) during that time, you will need 
other people to help you to move forward 
with your future. The good thing about a 
Jupiter transit is that it not only provides 
us with new possibilities, but it can also 
help to restore confidence in ourselves 
and give a renewed sense of optimism.

The good news for you is that you are 
not over your Jupiter transits yet, so there 
is still time for you to experience some 
good fortune.

made a conjunction to your Sun and Mid- 
heaven in October of last year and again 
in February of this year, it will make still 
another conjunction to the Sun and Mid- 
heaven this June. The difference now is 
that Saturn will not be in Scorpio moving 
through your first house of self-identity 
and new beginnings.

The pressure associated with 
Uranus and Pluto eases this 
month, as these two planets are 
at last beginning to separate 
from the square they have been 
making to each other!

Expect the unexpected when the Moon is in Aquarius. Hearing from a long-lost friend 
or receiving a last-minute invitation is a common occurrence under this Moon cycle. 
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Our Sun-Sign provides the core energy and common attributes that 
we all find familiar in our horoscope; however, we are often per- 
plexed in finding that we seem different from others who share our 
sign. In part, it's Elemental: Fire, Earth, Air, and Water. Each of the 
twelve signs falls into one of these four categories. In turn, each 
sign is divided into three parts, or Decanates, a triad that blends 
the energy and attributes of a particular sign with that of the oth- 
er signs that share its element. 


Each decanate occupies ten degrees 
or approximately ten days of a sign. Thus, 
individuals born under the same sign but 
under different decanates will be slightly 
different from one another. 

Growing up with three Aries siblings 
could sometimes be exhausting to my 
sensitive Cancer emotions. Their high en- 
ergy levels, full of intent, would even top- 
ple the nerves of our fiery Leo Mother. 


Though they were born under the same 
sign, each was born in a different de- 
canate. A sign’s own ruling planet rules 
its first decanate. The second and third 
decanates fall under the reign of the signs

rules Aries and thus its first decanate; 
these natives possess most of the char-

The third decanate falls under the influ- 
ence of Sagittarius/Jupiter, lending free- 
dom and spiritual beliefs.

Question: Should I invest in my friend’s 
project?

A client called with the following con- 
cern: “My best friend plans to build a con- 
dominium. He wants me to Invest a lot of 
my money In the project, and I would 
share In the profits. Should I do It?” This 
question Is very complex, but horary Is 
able to answer any query, provided the as- 
trologer knows the correct houses to use. 

With Aquarius Rising in the chart, the 
Querent is ruled by Uranus, here retro- 
grade In the second house of money. 
Pisces Is on the cusp of that house, and 
Neptune, Its ruler, is retrograde. These ret- 
rogrades provide indications as to why the

Querent is so reluctant to Invest money In 
the project. 

The friend who wants to build the con- 
do Is ruled by the eleventh house 
(friends). As Sagittarius Is on the cusp of 
that house, we need to turn to Jupiter, Its 
ruler, for answers. Jupiter squares Saturn, 
the ruler of the friend’s second house of 
money, indicating he needs a funding 
source for his project. The building project 
itself Is ruled by the second house of the 
chart (the fourth house from the eleventh, 
the friend). The second house from that 
house (the natural third house) will give 
an indication of the money the builder will 
make when he sells this condominium. 

Before continuing, let’s clarify some 
house rulerships. If someone wants to 
buy a house to live In, the building Is ruled 
by the fourth house of the chart, which de- 
scribes the condition of the physical home 
to be purchased, and the aspects to the 
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Ascendant tell If the Querent should buy 
the house or not. Let’s say that the Quer- 
ent Is buying a house that needs repair, 
but he doesn’t want to live in it; he only 
wants to flip it for a profit. In that case, 
the profit he would make from his work 
would be ruled by the fifth house; the fifth 
house (second from the fourth) would be 
the money he could make from selling the 
house. 

In the current situation, the friend is 
building condos to sell for a profit. The 
natural third shows the money that he, the 
builder, would make selling the condos. 
Mars, its ruler, is not afflicted, and the 
Moon widely trines it. That means that he 
can make a profit, but it may take some 
time. Remember, in horary the Moon has 
no orb. It makes aspects to planets until 
it goes void of course. 

Next we have to consider whether or 
not the Querent should actually invest in 
this project. The answer to that question 
is clearly no because his ruling planet, 
Uranus, is unaspected in his house of 
money. (Remember, in horary we only use 
applying aspects, and the classic, Ptole- 
maic ones, at that: conjunction, sextile, 
square, trine, and opposition.) Neptune, 
ruling his second house of money, is in 
opposition to the Moon and in a wide, out- 
of-sign square to Saturn, ruler of his 
friend’s house of money. With the planets 
ruling his money and his friend’s money 
in bad aspect, it is not a good time to 
make financial deals. Based upon these 
observations, I suggested that my client 
tell his friend to go to the bank and se- 
cure a loan instead of borrowing the mon- 
ey from him. Let’s now take a look at that 
scenario. 

The natural sixth house (the eighth of 
the friend) rules bank loans. As Cancer is 


on the cusp, we turn to the Moon for an- 
swers. The Moon trines Pluto and Mars in 
the friend’s second house of money, and 
Luna’s last aspect before changing signs 
is a sextile to Saturn, which rules his sec- 
ond house. (Venus will leave Scorpio be- 
fore the Moon can sextile it.) The Moon, 
ruling the loan, and Saturn, ruling the 
friend’s house of money, are both in good 
aspect, strongly supporting the friend’s 
action to secure a loan from the bank. Ob- 
taining this loan would help his business 
because Mercury rules the builder’s tenth 
house (the chart’s eighth house, which 
has Virgo on the cusp). The planet Mer- 
cury applies to sextiles of both planets in 
his money house and also will receive a 
sextile from the Moon, ruling the loan. 
Judging by these indications, taking out a 
loan instead of asking my client to invest, 
seems to be the best option for both him 
and my client.

When a client’s time of birth is unknown, an astrologer can set up a hypotheti- 
cal chart and use it as a starting point for comparing it to planetary transits oc- 
curring at the time of various major events in the person’s life and turning the chart 
to arrive at a time when those transits make meaningful connections that could ex- 
plain those events. The resultant time is then considered a likely candidate for the 
client’s time of birth. This process is called rectification. 

Since various astrologers have concluded that Mark either has Aries, Cancer, Vir- 
go, Sagittarius, Capricorn, or Aquarius Rising, it is clear that this complex process 
is not a precise science. Another starting point, however, involves working with the 
physical traits and various personality traits associated with the subject. 




SUN IN TAURUS/MOON IN SCORPIO 


Mark has six components in fixed signs, including his Taurus Sun and Venus and 
a Moon-Mars conjunction in Scorpio. This heavily anchored arrangement of per- 
sonality components gives Zuckerberg a powerful ability to focus his energies, just 
what he needed to build the programming for his phenomenal social site Facebook. 
It also shows why he wants to be totally in control and never let go of his creations. 

Physically, in his more contented moments, Mark reveals hints of the large bovine eyes 
of the Taurus Bull. When he becomes emotional or reacts to others, however, his eyes take 
on a laserlike Scorpionic focus, suggesting that he is preparing to pounce on distant prey. 

With all this fixity, we’d expect Mark’s physical features to show more square 
and cubical shapes, but what we see is a rather long and skewed face. This dif- 
ference may be attributed to heredity, or it could be a product of a non-fixed As- 
cendant, perhaps one that is in a mutable sign. 
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( ASCENDANT: VIRGO? 


Looking at Mark’s facial structure, we see the offset features of mutability. This 
narrows our choices down to Virgo or Sagittarius Rising. The exceptionally long neck 
suggests a Centaur/Sagittarius Ascendant, but Mark also has a thin-bridged nose 
and a chin that recedes rather than protrudes like a horse’s jaw. 

Notably, a mid-range degree Virgo Ascendant would sextile Mark’s Mars and 
Moon, while also trining his Venus and Jupiter. The Martian connection explains 
Mark’s hyperactive persona, while the Jupiter aspects infuse the expansive quali- 
ties of Sagittarius. 



SATURN SETS THE ARCH IN ONE'S CAREER 


One’s career or worldly position often 
builds when Saturn transits (counter- 
clockwise) up the right side of the chart 
to the Midheaven (the natural home of 
career-oriented, Saturn-ruled Capricorn). 
When the ringed planet moves down the 
left side of the chart toward the Nadir, 
however, one’s status often diminishes. 

When Mark launched the very suc- 
cessful Facebook (February 4, 2004), tran- 
siting Saturn was at 7° Cancer. With a Can- 
cer Rising chart, Saturn sits in the twelfth 
or first house. With Aries or Aquarius, it is 
below the horizon. Sagittarius and Capri- 
corn Rising put Saturn in the seventh 
house, but Saturn’s upward swing in that 
case doesn’t reflect the career conflicts 
that came a few years later. Our pick, 
therefore, is the chart proposed by as- 
trologer Lauren Delsack with Virgo Rising, 
based on a birth time of 2:39 PM. (See 
her data at laurendelsack.wordpress.com.) 

At the launch of Facebook, this chart 
has transiting Saturn peaking in Mark’s 
tenth house, while Jupiter transits his As- 
cendant and Venus conjoins his Descen- 
dant. Both form a T-square with transit- 
ing Pluto, which closely opposes Mark’s 
Midheaven. At this time, the Universe was 


empowered to create the world’s 
youngest billionaire! 

Ms. Delsack also notes Saturn’s down 
cycle. In 2007, Saturn hit Mark’s twelfth 
house, the home of hidden enemies. At 
this time, Mark faced lawsuits from fellow 
Flarvard students. Fie also launched Bea- 
con, a social advertising system that en- 
abled users to share information with 
Facebook friends. It drew huge privacy 
complaints and was shut down in 2009, 
Just as transiting Saturn passed Mark’s As- 
cendant. Shortly after, the film The Social 
Network was released to cast Mark’s pub- 
lic persona in a very negative light. If he 
had a Capricorn or Sagittarius Ascendant, 
Saturn’s transit would have been near the 
Midheaven. That scenario Just doesn’t fit! 

With Virgo Rising, the ringed planet is 
transiting Mark’s first quadrant through 
2016. This is his time to shift from outer- 
world responsibilities and to focus instead 
on personal development. With his mar- 
riage and his large donations to schools 
and world-health programs, he seems to 
be learning the personal lessons that will 
bring the meaningful rewards he will re- 
ceive when Saturn begins another climb 
to the top of his chart.
